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THE MYSTERY UNSOLVED

NO CLUE T70 THE MURDERER OF 
MRS. ROSE AMBLER. 
BOSTON WHITE SHOWN TO BE INNOCENT AND 
NORMAN AMBLER NOT CONNECTED WITH 
THE CRIME. 

New-Haven, Sept. 5.—Boston White, the 
negro boy who has been in custody at Strat- 
ford suspected of the atrocious murder of Mrs. 
Rose Ambler, was set fres to-night. After 
another rigid examination by Coroner Joyce 
and the half-dozen gray-haired jurors he was 
taken down the street by two detectives, and 
in the ‘‘ Town-house,” alone, he was plied with 
searching questions during the remainder of the 
afternoon. He held firmly to his original 
story. He knew nothing of the crime; he did 
not see Mrs. Ambler on Sunday, during either 
the day or the night, and he was nearly two 
miles from the scene of the tragedy at the hour 
she undertook the journey that led to her 
death. Nothing could swerve him from this 
simple statement, which he supported by quot- 
ing the names of men and women who were 
ready to testify to its correctness. A dozen 
persons saw him at the Stratford Methodist 
Church, and James Osborn and two stablemen 
had seen him asleep in a carriage at the Strat- 
ford livery-stable from an hour soon after the 
close of the service at the church until mid- 
night. These statements were easily substan- 
tiated, and Sheriff Crosby and Coroner Joyce 
dismissed the lad from custody, Detective 
Wood, of Pinkerton’s New-York office, de- 
claring that Boston was “as straight es a 
string.”’ As soon as the black boy was at 


liberty he renewed his old-time vivacity, and 
begain to retail to gaping countrymen highly 
colored romances of the great things he had 
seen, the awful things he had done, and the 
narrow escapes that had marked his brief, but 
brilliant career. His recent dangerous posi- 
tion had served only to puff up his pride, and 
he seemed reaily grieved because the glory of 
& public trial in court had been denied him. 
Although from the outset every clear-headed 
man could see that the crime of Sunday night 
could net have been committed by this boy 
alone, the tide of public prejudice had set so 
strongly inst him, that it was generally be- 
lieved to bea foregone conclusion that he 
would be thrown into the county jail and held 
as the culprit. His reputation was such as to 
give color to any charge, however grave, that 
might be preferred against him, and the local 
authorities, anxious for a victim, had publicly 
declared their acceptation of the theories in- 
culpating Boston White, provided off-hand by 
the gossips of the hamlet. It was with mani- 
fest hesitation that this view was given up. 
Despite Boston’s straightforward narrative of 
bis doings, and despite the corroborative tes- 
timony, a posse of officers, while the boy was 
detained under surveillance in Stratford, rode 
out into the country four or five miles to his 


_mother’s home, where, securing admission, 


they terrorized the old lady by demanding 
to see her son’s clothing. They broke open 
his trunk and closely examined every garment 
belonging to him, hoping to find some mark of 
blood or other evidence that would tend to 
criminate him. Their errand was fruitless, 
and when they left the frightened mother 
they carried with them not a scintilla of proof 
against the boy. Chagrined at their failure 
in this direction they endeavored to keep the 
exploit secret, but a young lawyer who has 
taken an interest in the black boy has exposed 
it and proceedings at law in the lad’s behalf 
are talked of. 

Having abandoned the theory of Boston 
White’s guilt, the authorities for a time floun- 
dered around and tried to argue themselves into 
the belief that William Lewis, Rose Ambler’s 
betrothed, might know more of the crime than 
had been discovered.. He was upon the wit- 
ness stand for over an hour this morning, and 
completely exonerated himself from all sus- 
picion, as the Coroner declared. William 
Lewis is an ideal Connecticut countryman, 
with oiled hair, bushy blonde whiskers, 
and blue flannel clothes. His demeanor 
has not been such as to convince the 
ordinary observer that his grief over 
the horrible taking off of his prospective bride 
is boundless or beyond control. To reporters 
he is gruff and taciturn and talks of lacerated 
feelings, but with acquaintances he journeyed 
to and fro between the jury-room and a gro- 
cery up the street, where whisky and beer are 
retailed. In the intervals he loitered around 
the jury-room, laughing and chatting as mer- 
rily as if wholly free from every trouble and 
embarrassment. 

While on the witness stand to-day he told 
substantially the same story which has already 
been given in the dispatches to Tue Times, 
Rose was in the habit of walking into the vil- 
lage of Stratford, where her lover lived, and 
she always returned home alone, She was 
young and strong and fearless, and when she 
was warned that it was dangerous for her to 
travel the road alone at night she laughed, 
Lewis said; and although he invariably 
pressed her to allow him to go back with her, 
she would not consent. On Sender night, he 
testified, she went to meet him as usual. They 
spent the evening. at his father’s house talking 
over plans for their futurelife. Thesubject was 
interesting, and she remained later than was 
her custom. It was about 9 o’clock when she 
started for home. He bade her good-night at 
the outskirts of the village. He returned to 
his house and she went to her death. Further 
than this, he declared, he knew nothing until 
the next evening, when the news of her murder 
was brought to him. Lewis was auestioned 
sharply as to what he knew of Norman Am- 
bler’s recent doings. Here Lewis weakened. 
Ambler’s threats against Rose, of which he 
talked glibly yesterday, were not recounted 
to-day. It has leaked out that William 
Lewis, Rose’s lover, and Norman Ambler, 
Rose’s divorced husband, are _ cousins. 
Yesterday it was freely stated that 
not long ago the two men met, and it was as- 
serted that Ambler, in a swaggering tone, had 
said, ‘‘You will never marry this woman; 
either you or she shall die first.’”” There were 
other threats made by the young woman’s for- 
mer busband, members of the Clark and Lewis 
familiesinsisted. But to-day witnessed achange 
in this phase of the case, and this evening Lewis 
endeavored to prove that, so far as he knew, 
Ambler had cared nothing for the dead girl, 
and, while willing to say nothing else, 

he generously volunteered the information 
that be did not think Ambler was capable of 
such a dreadful murder. Whether it be the 
ties of blood and influences incidental to fam- 
ily relationship that have brought about this 
change, or whether there is a yet more mys- 
terious cause in the background, it has been 
made clear that upon this man’s part there is 
no longer any disposition to connect the name 
of the former husband with the crime. 

When Lewis left the jury-room the mother 
and sisters of the dead girl were called to tes- 
tify. The mother broke down again and 
again, sobs and bitter weeping almost com- 
pietely exhausting her. She told pathetically 
the story of her unfortunate daughter’s life up 
to the dreadful event of last Sunday night, de- 
tailing the history of the marriage to Norman 
Ambler and explaining the reasons that justi- 
fied the Young wife in seeking divorce. She 
told of William Lewis's suit and of the result- 
ing betrothal, saying that Rose seemed su- 
premely happy. and that she tvas looking for- 
ward with enthusiastic joy to the approaching 
wedding day. Mrs. Clark in tears stated that 
Rose went into the village frequently and 
of her own accord to see her aflianced. 
She deciared Rose always came home alone, 
not being willing to allow her lover to weary 

himself by the walk to and from her home 
after their evening tryst, a distance in all of 
nearly four miles, Her mother had expostu- 
lated with her unavailingly. “he was not 
afraid, Rose said, and she preferred to take 
whatever risks might exist rather than de- 
prive her lover of needed rest, his business 
requiring him to arise each morning before 
daylight. 

Mrs. Clark was asked what she knew of 
Ambler since the divorce. *‘‘ Nothing of conse- 

uence,” she answered, and then she said that 

ose had been worried by letters from him. 

He had written pleading epistles, promising 

most scrupulous conduct should she consent to 

receive him as her husband once more. Rose 
cried when she read the last letter, showing it 
to her mother and saying that she could not 
consent to nctice such communications. Rose 

did not reply to Ambler’s epistles. The last 

one was received a month ortwoago. Mrs. 

Clark had heard that Ambler had made 


threats against Rose. Of her own knowledge, 
however, she testified she knew nothing. She 
had not seen Ambler since the divorce pro- 
ceedings, and only by hearsay did she know 
of his whereabouts. His letters had been 
dated at New-Milford, where it was popular! 
supposed he was now residing. Mrs. Clar 
finished her testimony under great difficulties, 
many of her answers being hardly coherent. 

Tbe story the mother told was retold with 
little variation by her daughters Jennie, 
Fannie, and Lizzie, who were examiined later. 
None were willing to make statements which 
would implicate anybody. None knew per- 
sonally Norman Ambler’s recent residence, 
nor of the mafner of life he had been leading. 
All had heard, but in an indirect way, that he 
bad made threats to kill Rose rather than see 
her another man’s wife. Until after the crime 
of Sunday night, none had ever attributed any 
importance to the reported threats, rating 
them as idle words. It was evident that no 
member of the dead girl’s family was willing 
to make any charges against Ambler on their 
own account. 

The examination of the mother and sisters 
of the murdered woman comprised the greater 
part of the day’s work done by the Coroner 
and his jury, aside from taking the testimony 
of Boston White and William Lewis. Far less 
testimony tending to implicate tne divorced 
husband was secured than had been anticipat- 
ed, although there were vague hints by the 
authorities that there would be witnesses 
brought forward to-morrow who, of their own 

rsonal knowledge, would testify to startling 

acts. Who these witnesses are they would 
not state, out the first of the prospective tes- 
timony, as given in hints, makes out a bad 
case circumstantially against Norman Am- 
bler, the only man, as a detective frankly 
stated to-night, who could have had the 
slightest motive, aside from lust, for com- 
mitting the crime. 

In the same breath with these hints comes 
the announcement that the doctors are to hold 
another autopsy, and that doubt has arisen as 
to whether or not the woman was really out- 
raged. Without the slightest hesitancy it was 
declared on the day of the discovery of the 
body that there were shocking evidences of 
perpetration of ashameful outrage, and the 
jearned doctors indorsed this finding, holding 
an autopsy to uphold the conclusion. It was 
in following out theories eonsistent with this 
that Boston White was arrested, and on 
this ground have existed doubts as to the 
guilt ot Ambler. It was argued that the mo- 
tive which would prompt fhim;to murder 
would lead to no other crime. But now that 
the original autopsy {has been virtually set 
aside and an order for a new one given for 
reasons that seem satisfactory to State At- 
torney Fessenden, of Bridgeport, the local au- 
thorities have awakened. 

One officer who until this evening has clung 
persistently to the idea that the crime was 
the work of Boston White or of tramps has 
hurried away to New-Milford to see if he can 
learnanything of Ambler. He takes the trip 
with the approval of Sheriff Crosby and 
State Attorney Fessenden, who have to-day 
put two additional detectives on the case. 
One of these detectives tells of certain 
circumstances which look bad for Ambler. 
Two weeks ago Rose was followed home one 
evening by a man, from whom she escaped by 
running, and on the day of this event, it is 
alleged, Norman Ambler was seen in a wagon 
near Stratford. Of much more importance is 
the statement made to-night by a Bridgeport 
man who has known Ambler for years. He 
claims to have seen Ambler last Sunday after- 
noon in Washington Park, East Bridgeport, 
sitting on a bench in a retired spot talking 
earnestly with another man. After a time he 
walked away. The man with whom Ambler 
was talking was rough in appearance, about 
6 feet in height, and wore a slouch hat. 

According to statements made to the au- 
thorities to-night, Ambler has recently been 
drinking heavily, and it is alleged that while 
under the influence of liquor he made dire 
threats against Rose. Just after his wife ob- 
tained her divorce Ambler went on a spree, 
His mother had $2,000 in the bank. She 

ave him the bank-book and told him to 

w the money and buy Government bonds. 
This he did, but he deposited the bonds in his 
own name in a Bridgeport bank, and from 
time to time, when he wanted money, he dis- 
posed of the bonds and used the proceeds. It 
is alleged that he did this until the money was 
exhausted, and when he left Stratford his 
mother gave him $50 to go to New-Milford. 
While on the spree he came to this city and 
a a pair of horses from Wales Hotch- 

iss. Fora time he passed his time between 
this city and Bridgeport. In the latter city 
he made his head-quarters at McGlinchy’s sa- 
loon, where he took boxing lessons. 

Ambler’s mother lives in Stratford in a com- 
fortable house on one of the prettiest streets of 
the village. She said to-day that for two 
years she had not seen her son, and expressed 
the hope that he could be proved innocent of 
the crime of which she had heard he was sus- 
pected. She said she knew he had always loved 
Rose devotedly, and she would not believe that 
he could ever be tempted to do her any harm. 

Capt. Nathan Clark, father of the murdered 
woman, has not yet returned, nor has he been 
heard from. The revenue cutter sent out for 
him yesterday traced him to Stonington 
where he was on Saturday, He tried to sail 
out from the harbor, and came back because 
of a threatening storm. On Sunday he did 
go out, although protests were made that an- 
other storm was brewing. This news bas 
added greatly to the distracted state of the 
Captain’s wife. Rose’s mother cannot be per- 
suaded that the sailor was not lost on the 
same Sunday night that marked her daugh- 
ter’s doom,

THE WAR IN ST. LOUIS BROUGHT TO AN

HAVOC WROUGHT BY A STORM. 

Lockport, N. Y., Sept. 5.—A severe storm 
of wind and rain visited Niagara County from 8 
to 9 o'clock last night. Chimneysand trees were 
blown down in this city. At Middleport,%12 miles 
east, the iron roof of the canning factory, 60 by 100 
feet, was blown off, striking tbe roof of P. B. 
Barnes's house and crushing itin. The damage to 
the factory was $1,000. Barns in the village were 
unroofed, trees blown down, and buildings dam- 
aged, At Newfane station, on the Lake Ontario 
Shore Branch of the Rome, Watertown and Og- 
densburg Railroad, the station was partially un- 
roofed. A large barn belonging to William Con- 
don, in the town of Newfane, containing hay, 
grain, carriages, and farming implements, was 
struck by licghining about the beginning of the 
storm and totally consumed, with its contents.

A THIEF AS A PLUMBER 


DECIDEDLY COOL OPERATIONS IN 
AN APARTMENT-HOUSE. 
SPENDING SEVERAL DAYS IN TEARING OUT 
PIPES AND BOILERS AND REMOVING THE 

MATERIAL IN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 

A tall and stout young man, with a black 
mustache and the garb of a workman, rang a 
bell in the apartment-house No, 1,343 Broad- 
way about three weeks ago. He told the col- 
ored servant of Mrs. Alice Boucher, the tenant 
of the first flat, that he had been sent by F. S. 
Gray, the agent, of No. 1,295 Broadway, to 
remove the boilers, pumps, and water-pipes in 
the two unoccupied flats up stairs. The ser- 
vant summoned Mrs. Boucher, who was im- 
pressed, by his plausible way of talking, 
with the belief that he was telling the 
truth. Moreover, she had heard that the 
ground floor, which was built for a store, was 
to be used for a restaurant, and that the lessee 
proposed to turn the kitchens of each fiat into 
living rooms, 

The young man took his kit of tools up- 
stairs and began work. He removed the 
pumps because, he said, Mr. Gray was going 
to putina big force pump down stairs and 
they would be no longer necessary. The 
boilers had to go for they were not large 
enough, and so on. ‘ One day Mrs. Boucher 
asked the young man, who was in the habit of 
making three or four visits a week in the pro- 


secution of his work, whether some repairs 
could not be made on the range, and he im- 
mediately replied that he would speak to Mr. 
Gray about it and let her know. He added 
that he would soon take the boiler out 
of Mrs. Boucher’s fiat. The young 
man carried out two range boilers, two force 
pumps, and all the pipes running to the bath- 
rooms and a number of faucets, &c. He would 
come to tke flat about 6 o’clock in the morning 
and shout up the speaking-tube ‘‘ Plumber !”’ 
and would be admitted to the house. He 
usually went away in about an hour. The 
boilers, however, he removed about 11 A. M. 
on Aug. 20, probably in a wagon, although 
Mrs. Boucher did not look out of the window 
when they were taken away. On Aug. 17 
Mr. Gray made a visit to the house, and 
noticing that some of the pipes had been taken 
out, supposed that they had been removed by 
order of the person leasing the building. He 
ascertained afterward that this was not so, 
and it did not occur to Mrs. Boucher to speak 
to Mr. Gray of the visits of the plumber. 

Mrs. Boucher called on Mr. Gray on Mon- 
day last, at his office, 1n reference to her lease. 
He informed ber that several hundred dollars’ 
worth of pipes had been stolen from the flats, 
Then she told him that they were not stolen, 
but taken away by his plumber, and two boil- 
ers also. This was news to Mr. Gray, who 
had, of course, sent no plumber to the house, 
and he at once sent two men to find out the 
extent of the robbery. Mrs. Boucher got 
home first, and soon two plumbers arrived 
with a written authorization on one of Mr. 
Gray’s business cards to examine the flats. 
They came up stairs without ringing and 
toid Mrs. Boucher that as they entered a 
tall and stout young man passed out. ‘‘ That’s 
the thief,” she exclaimed, and the two plumb- 
ers started in pursuit. Capt. Killilea was 
given notice and Detectives James H. Riley 
and Charles L. Bockhorn arrested the young 
man at Fifty-first-street and Eighth-avenue, 
He gave his name as Andrew Dolan, of No. 
580 Tenth-avenue, and said he was 27 years 
old, and a gas-fitter by occupation. A dozen 
pawn tickets were found in his possession. An 
examination of the door in the Broadway 
apartment-house showed that he had used a 
chisel to get in on several occasions, Dolan con- 
fessed that he had sold the stolen property to 
Patrick McLaughlin, junk-dealer, at Marion 
and Broome streets, for $12. McLauglin was 
arrested, and the prisoners were brought be- 
fore Justice Herrman, in the Yorkville Police 
Court. Dolan begged Detective Riley to ask 
the Judge to give him as long a term as possi- 
ble, as be wanted to be away from New-York 
so long that people would not know him when 
he returned. He was held in $1,500 to answer 
charges of burglary and robbery. Capt. Kil- 
lilea thought McLaughlin bought the stuff in- 
nocently, especially as he had exposed the 
boilers for sale on the sidewalk, which he 
would not have been likely to do if he knew he 
was receiving stolen goods. McLaughlin was 
tola by Dolan that he proposed to put iron 
boilers in place of the copper boilers in the 
house that they were takenjfrom McLaughlin 
was accordingly paroled to appear when his 
testimony was wanted. 

The police say that Dolan was last employed 
at No. 86 Third-avenue, from which place he 
stole half a dozen pairs of tongs, and that he 
bas been entering various-houses in the City 
during the Summer, playing the same game. 
He got into the house No. 420 West Fifty-first- 
street, a few doors from Captain Killilea’s 
home, and stole lead pipe, brass couplings, and 
faucets. He also entered a house in Fifty-fifth- 
street and stole clothing and silverware valued 
at $300. A number of other robberies, it is 
expected by the police, will soon be traced 
home to him.

GEN. SHERMAN’'S STAFF, 

Wasuineton, Sept. 5.—The question is 
mooted whether Gen. Sherman, on his retire- 
ment next February, may not, 1f he chooses, 
keep his present staff indefinitely. Gen. Sher- 
man, as General of the Army, is entitled to 
not more than six aides-de-camp with the rank 
of Colonel. This is provided for in the act of 
July 26, 1866. Subsequently, by an act 
approved in June, i882, Gen. Sherman, 


on his retirement: by age, is to have 
the same current pay and allowances 
as now allowed by law. It is said 
that Gen. Sherman has sought the opinion of 
a number of prominent lawyers, that they 
agree in construing the act to give him liberty 
to keep his staff if he sees fit, and under this 
legal advice, it is said, he has virtually decided 
to retain, after his retirement, at least one 
aide and a clerk. Gen. Sherman himself is 
not in town, but he is represented 
as holding that for many years he 
will be occupied with army matters re- 
ferred to him as pessessing the required knowl- 
edge which will involve considerable tecnnical 
information and clerical Jabor, and to enable 
him to dispatch this business properly he will 
avail himself of the discretion extended to him 
so far as may seem desirable. Only two of the 
full staff would be available. He has had only 
five aides, and of these Col. Morrow has al- 
ready gone West and joined his regiment. Of 
the remaining four, Gen. Orlanao M. Poe, 
Lieutenant-Colonel of Engineers, has recently 
been assigned to very important duty on the 
upper lakes, with his station at Detroit, which 
is his own as well as his wife’s home, and 
where he fs sure of station for 10 or 15 years. 
Gen. John C. Tidball will next month become 
Colonel of Artillery, and isto be assigned to 
command of the Artillery School at Fortress 
Monroe. The other aides are Col. Tourtel- 
lotte, Captain Seventh Cavalry, and Col. Ba- 
con, Captain Ninth Cavalry.

HE READ THEIR MINDS. 


THE REV. MR. PRYOR’S MAGNETIC POWER 
AND CONSEQUENT DISMISSAL. 

Stone Movunrarn, Ga., Sept. 5.—The Rev. J. 
T. Pryor is a Baptist preacher living in Morgan 
County, near Madison. He isa fine preacher, well 
educated, and adeep thinker and expounder, 35 
years of age. He hasa wife and children. During 
his college days he went home with a schoolmate 
to spend afewdays. During his visit he attempted 
to enter the bedroom of a female member of the 
family, and for this act he was severely chastised 
by a male member of the family. Soon after he 


left the State and went to California, where he 
lived nine years. During his stay there he con- 
ducted a religious paper, in which he was unfortu- 
nate financially. He married while there his 
present wife. who was from Missouri. He 
returned to his old home in Morgan 
County three years ago. Soon after he was 
called to the pastorate of Indian Creek «burch, in 
De Kalb County. The Rev. Mr. Pryor is an ex- 
treme Baptist, holding the doctrine that no one is 
entitled to partake of the Lord’s Supper except at 
the church of which he is a member, and not being 
members of the Indian Creek church his family 
never joined at the Communiontable. This sey- 
eral of the old members objected to, and a tew of 
them refused to hear him preach. With this ex- 
ception he is said to have been satisfactory. At 
various times of late, in conversation with young 
female members, he would talk to them about his 
power to read their minds; that he could tell them 
what they were thinking about, and he proposed to 
teacn them how he read minds. He was always 
very cautious, talking to them only when alone, 
and telling them under no consideration to say 
anything to their parents aboutit. He also pro- 
posed to one or more to carry On &@ seeret corre- 
spondence, telling them to mention it to no one. 
He was fond of making himself familiar with 
young girls, 13 to 15 years of age, when alone with 
them, but was very respectful when in company. 
On some occasions he would take them in his lap 
and fondje them in a playfal manner, but would 
let them go on the approach of others. He was 
free in complimenting married ladies on their 
bean'y and fine form, and would occasionally talk 
to them about his power to read minds. He told 
one he did not sleep any night until very late, and 
that she did not either, and that they were think- 
ing about each other. 

Yhese reports reached officers of the ehurch, 
and on last Saturday the Rev. Mr. Pryor, when he 
arrived at the church, did not meet with as warm 
a welcome as usual. He found only a few families 
inside of the church, but near it gathered together 
in animated consultation were nearly all the male 
members of the church. Soon after he entered 
the church, and while reading the Bible prepara- 
tory to opening morning service, he was waited on 
by an officer of the church and asked to takea 
short walk with him. At the door they were 

oined by another officer of the cburch, who soon 
nformed him that the object of the interview was 
to ask an explanation. He made no positive de- 
nial, but did deny evii intention. He said that he 
was so full of magnetism he could not prevent peo- 
pie from being drawn to him; that he had fought 
against it but to no effect. The officer talked to 
him freely as to the feelings of the church and said 
that they were unwilling to hear him preach any 
more. He then begged them to permit him to re- 
sign, as his aged mother was greatly afflicted on 
account of the late death of her old father, 
an excellent Christian gentleman, a Deacon 
in the Baptist church in Morgan, and 
he feared another trouble would be more than she 
could bear. The church helda meeting, W. L. Nor- 
man acting as Moderator and C. M. White as Sec- 
retary. After thoroughly considering the matter, 
the Rev. J. T. Pryor was dismissed for conduct un- 
becoming a Christian minister. As soon as Mr. 
Pryor heard the decision he started in a buggy tor 
Stone Mountain, where he took a down passenger 
train and departed.

SPRAGUE HSTATE SUITS. 


JUDGE COLT DISMISSPS A PETITION IN ONE 
OF THE NUMEROUS CASES, 

PROVIDENCE, R. L, sept. 5.--The case of a 
motion fora preliminary injunction against G. P. 
Pomroy, Assignee for Fannie and Mary Sprague, 
to prevent action on his part in matters of the 
Quidneck Company until Evan Randolph, of Phila- 
delphia, should havea bearing before the court, 
was called this morning before Judge Colt. The 
plaintiff opened the case by saying that as Mr. 
Pomroy had gone on and done just the thing 
which the motion for an injunction wished to pre- 
vent, it would be like granting a pardon after an 
execution to grant the order wished fornow. He 
therefore asked the court to discontinue the ap- 
plication forthe preliminary injunction. Counsel 
for the defendant said he thought the ¢ourt 


should grant an order to have the books of 
the company delivered into the hands of 
the Clerk of the _ court. The plaintiff’s 
counsel said that the granting of such an order 
would be an unheard-of proceeding. He pledged 
his word of honor that the books were safe, and 
would be produced when peeded in the court, just 
as they were when they left the State, word for 
word ana letter for letter. Randolph did not wish 
to prolong the case, but was ready to make an ap- 
plication now forthe defendant to file a response 
to his bill, and was ready and anxious fora hear- 
ing as soon as possible. He had brought suit in 
good faith 10 years ago, had gained jndgment, and 
had acted underthis judgment with good right 
and in good faith. This case was only ancillary to 
the suit begun 10 years ago, Counsel for the de- 
fendant replied that on March 7 of: the present year 
Randolph got judgment and levied on the Quidneck 
Company and made gales. Long-before Mr. Ran- 
dolph got any judgment or made any pretended 
lien Zachariah Chafee brought suit against all the 
parties, except Randolph, for the stock or a 
pledge of it to the amount of 4.022 shares. All 
rights to the subject matter now pending had 
been passed on by the Supreme Court before 
Randolph gained judgment; hence this court 
could have no jurisdiction overthe matter or the 
parties connected with it. 

Judge Colt said that an order was asked to be 
issued fora preliminary injunction, but this order 
was now withdrawn. There was no need of the 
books. A bill had been filed by the plaintiff, but 
no answer had been filed by the respondent; 
bence it would be premature to issue an order for 
the booxs until they were required. and he should 
decline to issue such an order. 
miss the petition for the preliminary injunction 
was granted. No further action will be taken by 
the new officers of the Quidneck Company until 
after the decision of the Supreme Court on the 
ease now pending, which wiil be given on Sat- 
urday.

BREWERS IN CONVENTION. 
AGREEMENT WITI!I HOP-DEALERS—RESOLVED 
TO OPPOSE PROHIBITION CANDIDATES. 

ALBANY, Sept. 5.—The New-York State 
Brewers and Maltsters’ Association met at the 
Delavan House to-day, most of the leading brewers 
of malt liquors being present. The report of the 
Board of Trustees showed that a literary bureau 
had been established to disseminate information 
on the subjeet, and agents bad canvassed the 
State to ipterest the brewers and maltsters. Mr. 
Frederick Uhlman, of New-York, Chairman of the 
committee appointed at the recent convention of 
hop-dealers at Utica, appeared before the associa- 


tion for the purpose of explaining the demands 
of that interest. After his statement the 
association adopted the agreement of the 
dealers and hop-growers of Madison and 
Oneida Counties, since ratified by the growers 
of several other counties, providing that a tare 
allowance of seven pounds per bale be made on all 
hops baled in merchantable order, and that the 
growers be allowed 50 cents per baleto cover the 
cost of packing material used. The brewers also 
agreed to buy only of dealers who allow the tare 
to brewers and exact it of growers. 

The platform of action reported by the commit- 
tee,of which Mr. Henry Clausen, of New-York, 
was Chairman, was adopted after a aspir- 
{ted debate. It declares that brewing, be- 
ing a calling based on a lawful needa of the 
human race, its followers have a right to combine 
against the ill-judged and the malignant warfare 
of fanaties or the ignorance and misguided oppo- 
sition of the uninfermed in order to defeat the 
schemes calculated to curtail personal freedom. 
As philosophy is teaching by example, so brewing 
proves that those who partake of its results are 
notable for thrift and virtue, and that this country 
where beer-drinking is popular is as advanced as 
any other where liberty is not so large in this re- 
spect. The instinct which impels the vropaca- 
tion of the species or craves alcoholic stimulants 
cannot be abbreviated by any safeguard of the law. 
Therefore, if either the one or the other is abused 
any attemptto prohibit its exercise is only pro- 
ductive of mischief. Prohibitory laws are declared 
to be oppressive and inoperative, the occasion of 
drunkenness and pauperism, and both political 
parties are charged with personal subversion and 
inefficient treatment of the boer question. The 
resolutions announce that they do not seek class 
legislation nor protection, but simple justice and 
moderation, designed to repel invasion of rights 
that cannot be alienated. Therefore it is decided 
to act through the ballot-box, not with empty 
words. Every brewer and maltster is invited to 
unite for liberty and justice and for the enlighten- 
ment of legislators. Candidates fer the Legisla- 
ture who favor probibition will be opposed by the 


association.

THE PREYING CHRISTIAN 


MR JAY GOULD TEHARFULLY RE- 
CALLS EARLY HARDSHIPS. 

HIS PERSONAL EXPERIENCES AND VIEWS LAID 
BEFORE THE UNITED STATES SENATE 
COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION AND LABOR. 

Tears glistened in Jay Gould’s eyes and there - 
was a suspicious huskiness in his voice as he nar- 
rated some of the trials of his early life before the 
Senate Sub-committee on Education and Labor 
yesterday. A large audience listened in perfect 
silence to the interesting story which Mr. Gould 
told. The busy millionaire had promised to ap- 
pear before the committee at 10 o'clock, but it was 
nearly 11 before he arrived. He wore a modest 
business suit of dark material, and, with the ex- 
ception of a plain watch-chain and cuff-buttons,; no 
jeweiry was visibie on bis person. Senator Blair 
asked Mr. Gould if he had read the Senate resolu- 
tion under which the committee was conducting. 
its investigation of the subject of the relations be- 
tween labor and capital. Mr. Gould shook bis 
head silently and the Senator read the resolution. 
to him. “Now, Mr. Gould,” said the Senator, 
** you are a man of large experience in enterprises © 
involving capital and labor. Won’t you please ° 
give the eommittee as fall a statement as possible 
of your personal career, beginning with your early 
life and touching upon the business enterprises 
with which you have been connected ””’ 

Mr. Gould said that there was very little in bis 
career that he thought would interest the commit- 
tee or the public, but he was willing to tell all that 
there was. He was born in Roxbury, Delaware. 
County, in this State, a place about 150 miles dis- 
tant from New-York City, on May 27, 1883. His: 
father wasa small farmer and kept a dairy of 2 
cows. The future millionaire, being the only boy 
of the family, was required to bring the cows up 
in the morning and to help his sisters miik them at 
night. He had often trudged through the roads 
barefooted and got thistles in his feet. It wasa 
life that he did not like, and one day he said to his 
father that he wanted to gotoschool. The school- 
house was about 12 or 15 miles eway. His father 
thought he was too young, but as he persisted in 
his request, the old man finally told him thet he 
was not worth much at home and he might do 
with his time as he pleased. The next day ne 
started off. He was then about 14 years old. 
He found a good-natured biacksmith who 
let him live with him and go to school, 
he in return for his board writing up 
the blacksmith’s books. After going to school 
for about a year he got a situation in a country 
store, and many a time he got up early in the 
morning to study. He had an early fondness for 
mathematics, and after a while thought he would 
like to be a surveyor. He heard of a man in Ulster 
County who was making a map of that county, 
and he went to him and asked him if he did not 
want some help. The man engaged him as an as- 


sistant, agreeing to give him $20a month and pay 
his board bills. He received at§tne outset onlyga 
sufficient amount of money to pay his railroad 
fare to the point where he was sent. His employer 
wanted him to go through Ulster County from 
house to house, collecting information and getting 
his board and lodging wherever he could. It was 
agreed that he should get trusted for his accom- 
modations along the way, and his employer was 
to follow soon afterward and paz the bills. He 
stopped at a country tavern the first night ont, had 
bis supper, lodging, and breakfast. and told the 
landlord to charge it to his employer. No sooner 
bad he given his employer’s name than the land- 
lord exclaimed: ‘‘Why, don’t you know that he’s 
no good. He owes everybody around here, and 
he never pays anything. Come, you have got 
money and you must settle yourscore. It is two 
shillings and sixpence.”’ Young Gould explained 
that he had not a cent with him, and, much to the 
landlord’s disgust, proved that he was telling the 
truth by turning his pockets inside out. 

At this point Mr. Gould besitated, and with a 
—— said to the committee: ** This is a silly lot of 
stuff. 1—” 

“Oh, no, it is not,” interrupted Senator Blair; 
“itis very interesting. Goon.” 

“ Well, after my rebuff from the landlord, 1 had 
not the heart the next day to ask anybody to give 
me any dinner. I naturally felt timid about pro- 
ceeding further, and debated in my mind whetber 
1 had not better go home. I finally sought a se- 
cluded place where nobody could see me, ard hada 
goodcry. Then Il went to my sister’s house, near 
by. and, going upstairs, I prayed. (Here Mr. Gould 
spoke earnestly and with much feeling.} After 
my prayer I felt better. Then I made up my mind 
not to go home. I shut my lips together and re- 
solved to go ahead, and if must needs be die in the 
last ditch. Ithen went along the road, and the 
first house I came to I went in and asked fora 
dinner, which I got. As I was leaving the house 
the farmer called after me to do a simple jodDin 
surveying forbim. After I bed done it he asked 
me what my charges were, and;I said nothing, but 
be insistea on giving me a dollar, which, after pay- 
ing one shilling for my dinner, left me with seven 
shillings in my pocket.” 

Encouraged by the farmer’s kind words and 
finaucial aid, Mr. Gould went on and finished the 
map of Ulster County. He made $500 out of the 
map, and with that capital undertook similar sur- 
veys of Albany and Delaware Counties. He was 
successful, and by the sule of the maps of those 
couxties he accumulated about $5,000. Aboat that 
time’Mr. Gould went to Prattsville and met Zadoe 
Pratt, for whom he bad previously done some 
surveying. Mr. Pratt wanted him to go into the 
tannery business, and sent him iato Pennsylvania 
prospecting forasite. He went along the line of 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western Road, 
and found some land which he thought 
would suit. Mr. Pratt and himself employed 
about 60 men and ouiit their works. 
They were quite successful, and after a while Mr. 
Gould soid out and came to New-York. ‘Then the 
panic of 1857 came, and the failure of Charies M. 
Leupp, in the “Swamp,” cast a damper upon the 
Jeather business. Properties depreciated in value, 
iud Mr. Gould bought, on credit, tae bonds of the 
siutland und Washington Railroad at 10 cents on a 
dollar. He took charge of the road, and was its 
President, Treasurer, and General Manager. He 
conducted the road until its consolidation with the 
Rensselaer and Saratoga Road, when be was able 
to’seli out bis interest at a large profit. Snubse- 
quently he took a large interest, held by a friezd, 
who was financially embarrassed, in the Cleveland 
and Pittsburg Railroad, and hela it until be was 
avle to sell itto advantage. Mr. Gould explained 
that he became a large ownerof Union Pacitio 
stock in consequence of a misunderstanding With 
persons interested, and aiso owing to the 
illness of Mr. Horace Clark, who was at that 
time in Chicago. The Union Pacitic was then 
in a bad way. Its stock went down to 15 cents on 
the dollar, and the only thing the witness could do 
to save himself was to hoid on to what ne had. 
He also felt encouraged to buy more. He made 
up his mind to try and build up the road, and he 
was successful. It soon paid dividends. ‘* After 
the read had become a financial success,” said 
Mr. Gould, *‘ there arose a great clamor that this 
was Jay Gould's road, as though that was a danger- 
ous thing. I thought it was best to bow to public 
opinion, and I took every opportunity to place the 
stock in the bands of investors. In ashort time, 
instead of 80 or 40 stookholders, there were be- 
tween 6,000 and 7,000. Among the stockholders 
were many widows, orpbans, and poor people. The 
stock rose 15 or 20 per ceat. in value after I let the 
outside public in.” 

The next great enterprise with which Mr. Gould 
was connected, he said, was the Missouri Pacifica 
Railroad, the control of which he bought one day 
from Commodore Garrison. After a short nego- 
tiation Mr. Garrison gave the witness his price, and 
the jatter said “ All right’ and gave him a check. 
**I took the road and commenced to develop it, 
said Mr. Gould. ‘‘I did not care about making 
money with it. I bad got beyond the point where 
leared to make money for myself. I was chiefly 
interested in convincing mysolf and others that I 
could make an effective and financially successful 
railroad combination. WhenI took the Missouri 
Pacific it was earning about $70,000 a week. The 
last monthly statement showed that the Missouri 
Pacific system was earning $5,100,000 a month. The 
Missouri Pacific system now emoraces 10,000 miles 
of completed road.” It had been bis poliey, 
Mr. Gould said, to build up his railroad properties 
by developing the resourees of the country through 
which they passed, and be asserted that the Mis- 
souri Pacific had developed the production of, and 
trafic in, coal, live stook, cotton, and grain. 

**Have you other railroad enterprises?’ asked 
Senator Blai> 

**T am u Director in various other railroads, but 
I make it my policy to keep my interests concen- 
trated. I don't like to be scattered around too 
much. When I went into the Missouri Pacific L 
put mv main energies into that.” ‘ 

** You ere interested in telegraphy, are you not?"” 

“Yes. Sir. The telegraph and railroad systems 
represent integral parts of our civilization. They 
naturally go hand and hand. I became Interested 
in telegraphy in consequence of my large railroad 
interests, and having once gotten into the tele- 
graph, I continued to enlarge my holdings becaus 
I regard them as good investments.” Mr. Gould 
related his experience with the Atlantio and Pa-: 
cific Telegraph Company. He said that at firet ha 
intended to make it a competitor of Western» 
Union. but afterward found that it would be mora 
to his interest to merge the company into the Wests 
ern Union. When the consolidation was made, 
however, Mr. Gould supposed that a very dear 
friend of was to be made General 
Manager of the Western Union Company. That 
was not done, however, and he made up bis mind! 
to put bis friend, who was Gen. Eckert, at the 
head of a company as great as that from which he 
had taken him. It was for this purpose that the 
American Union Telegraph Company Was org.n- 
ized. Experience soon proved that the new com 
nany could not do business su asainst thy 
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eastern Union, nsolidation was effected.

“What is your opinion as to the expediency of 
the estaviishment of a postal telegraph system by 
the Government?” 

“IT think the control of tke telerraph by the 
United States authorities would be contrary to our 

The telegraph system 
uid be in the hanas of experts. The Govern- 
ment is conducted on a political basis, the public 
ge vice changing its complexion as the respective 
political parties succeed each other. power. If 
the Republicans were in power, it would be a Re- 
publican telegraph; if the Democrats were in 
wer, it would be a Democratic telegraph. and if 
Phe great reformers should come into power, I 
don't know what they would do with it.”’ 

“Then you think there would be a danger of the 

telegraph becoming « political machine if the Gov- 
ernment should take control cf it?’ asked the 
Chairman of the committee. 

“T certainly do: but I am willing that the Gov- 
erament should try the management of the tele- 
graph,” said Mr. Gould. “I would be willing to 
gel] out my interest in the present plant for a rea- 
sonable amount. I do not believe, however, that 
tne Gorernment has any right to step in arbitrari- 
ly and take away the property and the business of 
ite citizens. That is something that they would 
net do even in Mexico. The United States Gov- 
ernment is moral!y bound to respect the rights of 
the existing telegraph properties. The Westera 
Union Company are now and have long been do- 
ing the telegraph business of the Government ata 
merely nominai rate.” 

Mr. Blair asked Mr. Gould how much he thought 


the Government ought to pay for the existing tele- | 


graph properties. Mr. Gould said that he thought 
the Government should pay what the property was 
worth. He would be willing to abide bya fair 
arbitration. He was firmly of the opinion, how- 
ever. that the telegraph service would be better in 
the bands of private citizens than in the hands of 
the Government. Even the delivery of the mails, 
he said, was in the hands of private parties. Mr. 
Gould was satisfied that private enterprise was 
sufficiently sensitive and eager~ to meet 
all of the wants of the public. The 
Western Union Company bad _ endeavored 


to please the public, and the witness thought that | 
! 


ithad mace great stridesin that direction. The 
policy of the Western Union Company was to re- 
duce its rates as fast as it could efford to do so. 
The experience that he had had in organizing com- 
tition to the Western Union Compauy had taught 
im that no new company could successfully com- 
pete with the Western Union by charging smaller 
Yates for the transmission ur messages than the old 
eompany wes charging. The expenses of a new 


company were necessarily larger than the expenses 


of an established concern, and in order to. live 
they realiy needed to charge more than the oid 
company. “ However,” said Mr. Gould, *‘ other 
ple perhaps may find it different. They are at 
berty to try.” 

“ There is a popular belief that the capital stock 
of the Western Union has been largeiy watered,” 
ssid Senator Biair. “Can youtell us something 
about that, Mr. Gould?” : 

Mr. Gould stroked his beard aeliberately for a 
few seconds, aud said: ** You may say there is 
Water in Westorn Union. Weill. thers is water all 
along Broadway; all over Manhattan Island, in 
fact. All of this property coula be bought once for 
a few papers of tobacco or a few strings of beads. 
The value of a property must be judged by its 
earning power. The Western Union Company 
earns a net dividend of 7 per cent. on its stated 
valuation. It is certainly no more than right that 
apy proper'y should be thus judged.” 

Mr. Biair asked the witness if be made no dis- 
tinction between strictly private property and 
property belonging to corporations who held valu- 
able vublic franchises. Mr. Gould answered that 
the pubdiic franchises always carried wiih them 
obligations which had to be complied with, and 
after complying with such obligations the corpora- 
tions should be accorded the same rights as indi- 
viduals. 

"Do you regard it as one of the rights of 
corporations to regulate the rates that the pub- 
lic must pay?’ asked the Senator. 

“Corporations can ouly fix euch rates by legisla- 
tive permission,”’ was the answer. There Is where 

islatures have their great hold on corporations. 
f the Western Union was charging upreasonable 


rates it would be fair for the Legisiature toinquire | 


into and reguiate the matter. In the management 
of my railroad enterprises | have always sought to 
impress the people along the line of them with the 
fact that they were being helped et the same time 
as the railroad.” 

“Can you give as an account of the condition of 
the Western Union Comrany and the value of its 
plant, franchises, £c. 7" asked Senator Blair.

telligently or as fuliy as a practical teiezrapher 
would be abletodo. I judgeof these properties 
Wholly by their pet earnicg power and not by any 
technical rule us to their component parts. I can 
Bot go into details as to the cost of what consti- 
tates the Western Union system, but I wil! say that 
it would be impossible to duplicate the system. 
You could not go to work and rebuild the ex- 
nsive railroad system with which the Western 
nmion is through its contracts virtually a part. 
Then the Western Union owns completely a large 
Dumber of patents which could not very well be 
@uplicated. The value of the telegraphic plant is 
Progressive. We are building lines of railroad and 
telegraph constantly which may not pay now, but 
they will in time drag the business after them. 
extensions of the telegraphic lines are built 
out of the surplus earnings, which otherwise 
Would be given to the stockholders as dividends.” 
“What is to prevent the Western Union Com- 
pany from increasing its earning power?” asked 
the Chairman. ‘It is now, you say,7 per cent. 
What is to prevent your making it-12 per cent.?”’ 


“Well, the public watch these things pretty 
closely, and if they think a corporation is earning 
too much money they goto the Legislature and 
bave laws passed which cbeck too large earnings. 
Public sentiment regulates such things, and 

believe that the public is now satisfied that 

estern Union stock is not earning any excessive 
dividend. If any person thinks the company is 
earning more than it ought, the best way is for 
them to buy some of the stock. And that is just 
what the people are doing. The Western Union is 
not owned by Jay Gould and other capitalists 
alone. Its stock isin the hands of small investors. 
Of $80,000,000 of Western Union stock, I think that 
at jeast $60,000,000 is held by investors. About $20,- 
000,000 of the stock is in the hands of brokers. Part 
of thie is held by brokers for men who have pur- 
chased it, but perhaps may not have the money to 
pay for it right away.” 

Senator Blair—Do you think that the Western 
Union stockholders would be willing that the Gov- 
ne should take the property under appraise- 
men 

Mr. Gould—They certainly recognize the right of 
the Government to take it. I donot think they 
Would resist any such movement. It would merely 
necessitate a change of investment, anaI am in- 
clined to think that it is a good thing for the 
country for those who have money to change their 
investments from time to time. 

Mr. Gould said that there was a large numper of 
women who had their savings invested In Western 
Union stock. The late ex-Gov. Morgan ounce told 


the witness that he regarded his Western Union | 


stock as the best investment that be had. 
In answer to a question by Senator Blair, the wit- 
ness said that he did not think there was any more 


* water” in the stock of Western Union than in any | 


pther corporation with which he was connected. 
He did not believe that the capitalization of other 
zreat corporations was any nearer their actual 
value than the capitalization of the Western Union. 
The main thing to be jooked at in this connection 
wasthe earning capacity. The actual cost of a 
plant like that of the Western Union did not repre- 
sent its actual value any more than the actual oost 
ofthe New-York Central Railroad represented its 
teal value. 

Senator Blair—Won't you mention some of the 
corporations in which you think there is as much 
“water” asin Western Union? 

Mr. Gould (smiling)—Well, I don’t care to draw 
apy comparisons. I prefer to speak generally on 
that subject. 

Senator Biair—What do you think of a govern- 
mental policy to reculate the charges for fares and 
freight made by railroad and other corporations? 

Mr. Gould—Well, I don’t know as I would have 
any objection to that, providing the Government 
would guarantee good dividends. I should be sat- 
isfied with such an arrangement. 

Mr. Gould thought that the extension and devel!- 
opment of railroad and telegraphic industries 
tended to reduce the charges to the public. Com- 
Petition, of course, had sumething to do with this 
1 ae but it was rot wholly due to compe- 

on, 

* Well,” said Senator Blair, * when competition 
between two railroads results in the financial crip- 
pling of one of the roads, what fs the result!”

j pa What is your opinion as to the cause of Jsbor 
atrikes ’’’ asked Senator Blair. 
' “Strikes arise from various causes,” said Mr. 

Gou!d, ‘and generally from the lower classes of 
| isborers. In the higher walks of labor the work- 
| er. do not care so much about how many hours 
| tnsy work, or bow hard they werk. They are al- 
ways lookiog higher up, They are filed with am- 
bition to get ahead and have no time to dwell 
upon petty grievances. My own idea is that if you 
willleave caviial and laboralone they will get along 
wellenougn. ‘abor is paid better in this country 
than itis clsewhere. That is why the foreign la- 
borers come here. If the wages now paid here 
should be increased materially the manufactur ng 
would have to be done elsewhere. I bave found 
that in France and Germany there is a strong de- 
sire among laboring people to come to this voun- 
try because wages are so good,” 

“Do you think,” asked 8S nator Blair, **that the 
laborer gets his fair share of the vast accumulat- 
ing weaith in this country?’ ~ 

“I do,” answered the witness. “ The returns 
for capital invested are not Jarge. Considering 
that he runs no risk whatever, the laborer gets bis 
tull share of what is produced.” 

‘How do you accornt for the prevalence of 
strikes here at the present time f” 

**There is a surplus just now of a certain kind 
of labor. This was caused by the contraction of 
the large enterprises which originally brought the 
laporers here. We have been building a «reat 
many railroads which are now finished, and the 
laborers are for the time being without work, 
However, I think that the people now out of em- 

loyment will soon be able to find comfortable 

omes in the West and South-west. The granting 
of lands to railroads by the Government is not as 
great an evil as many persons declare. In giving 
land to the railroads the Government wisely re- 
tains alternate sections of the land, and thereby 
derives a benetit from the improvements and de- 
velopment caused by the railroads. The latter 
corporations make it a practice of getting immi- 
grants to settle along the lines of their roads. 
They are not particular whether the settlers buy 
the railroad iand or the Government land. Often 
the ratiroad companies will advance smal! amounts 
of money to the settlers to help them along. 
have done that several times. There is a great 
os out West for the surplus labor in the Eastern 

tates.” 

“Well, how can a poor laborer get out West!” 

‘*Easy enough, if he really wants to go. But 
most ef the poor laborers here don’t want to go 
West. They prefer to remain in New-York City 
and be beggars to embracing a good chanee of be- 
coming nabobs out West.” 

** But suppose a good, honest laborer ted to 
go West and bad no money f" said Senator Blair. 

“If ne conld not make some arrangement to 
work his passage,’”’ said Mr. Gould, “he would 
have to walk. Of course, it is impossible to adopt 
any genera! rule to prevent poverty or to amelio- 
rate the woes of the poor, but I have noticed that 
if a man is sober. honest, and industrious he gen- 
erally gets along. You need only go behind the 
scenes to find some remediable cause for » man’s 
extremely destitute condition.” 

Mr. Gould said that he thought the relations be- 
tween the employers and employesin this eountry 
Most of the 
evils that demagogues said existed did not exist. 
The so-called labor soeieties did much mischief by 
magnifying the alleged grievances of the working 
men. Allof the people inthis country were la- 
borers, and they had the same chances of rising in 
life. Nearly every one of the prominent employ- 
ers were self-made men. 

“ The liberties of the people have nothing to fear 
from capital,” continued the millionaire. “ The ele- 
ments mostly to be feared are the great masses of 
ignorant laborers. Something ought to be done to 
educate the masses and elevate their moral stand- 
ing. Thatis the oniy protection that we can se- 
cure for the future of our country. Ifa man is ig- 
norant and loses his employment, he knows not 
what to do, and turnsin desperation upon his fel- 
low-creatures to get the necessaries of life in some 
way or another. Ifa manis educated and loses 


; hisemployment in one vocation, he can try his 


band at something else.” 

**Do you think that labor organizations are an 
injury to the community?” 

**Oh, 1 don’t know as they are. Any society that 
has for its objects the education or legitimate ad- 
vancement of its members is a good thing. Every- 
thing, of course, depends on the manner in which 
such societies are conducted. It is too often the 
case that the money paid into the treasuries of so- 
called mutual benefit societies goes to a few drones 
who unjustly live on the ingustry of others.” 

In a running talk with Senator Cal! Mr. Gould 
said that he did not believe that an absolute mo- 
nopoly was possible in this country. Any corpora- 
tion could procure a franchise from the Legislature, 
and the people would not leave any profitable field 
alone to a monopoly. Mr. Gould was asked if he 
thought railroadiag or telegraphy ought to pay 
men interested in them better than farming or any 


| other king of labor, and he said he believed in let- 


ting every tub stand on its own bottom. “I did 
not make much in my attempts at farming,” he 
said, **‘and 1 went into something that I thought 
would pay better. This is a free country, and each 
person should be permitted to follow the vocation 
which suits him best." 

George M. Weston. of this City, who stated that 
he was a lawyer anda literary man, submitted a 
statement in writing in relation to the taxation of 
land. He sought to controvert the theories of Wil- 
liam Godwin Moody and Henry George. In the 
course of his brief but somewhat rambling talk 
Mr. Weston mentioned the tact that his father had 
once bought some land in Yazoo County, Miss., 
and had written some poetry about it, which he 
would recite. 

**Never mind the poetry,” said Senator Blair, 
very decideily. 

* But it is not long,” urged the witness. 

* Leave it out, please,’ sald the Senator. 

“T would like te give it,” pleaded the witness; 
“it is short.”

MANAGING THE RAILROADS 


——— 
THE SUIT AGAINST THE CREDIT 
MOBILIER DISMISSED. 

NOT SUFFICIENT PROOF OF ACTUAL OR CON- 
8TRUCTIVE FRAUD AS CLAIMED BY THE 
UNION PACIFIC. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The suit of the Union Pa- 
cife agaiast the Crédit Mobilier of America was 
dismissed, with costs, by the full bench of the 
Supreme Court here to-day. The amount in- 
volved was $1,998,000, which was the sum agreed 
upon as the basis of asettiement of accounts be- 
tween the two corporation after tne Crédit Mobi- 
ler had finished building the road, and a further 
sum of $268,000, which was subsequently found to 
be due the Crédit Mobilier. The case has 
subsequently been fully stated. When the 
Union Pacifc enterprise was projected the 
contract for building the first 100 mules 
was awarded to Herbert M. Hoxie, of New- 
York, a friend of Thomas C. Durant, then the 
Vice-President of the Union Pacific Company. As 


Mr. Hoxie was unable to carry out the terms of 
his contract, he made an assignment of the same 
to the Crédit Mobilier of America, which was a 
corporation chartered in Pennsylvania, and was 
really a syndicate of capitalists. many of whom 
were interested in thé Union Pacific Road. ‘he un- 
finished portion of Mr. Hoxie’s work was complet- 
ed by the Crédit Mobilier, as was also 146 miles addi- 
tional, The stockholders of the Union Pacific and 
the Credit. Mobiler were substantially the same, and 
when the poy had been completed, the balance 
in favor of the Crédit Mobilier, which was the sub 
ject of controversy, was found by a committee 
consisting of Mr. Sherman, the Government Di- 
rector, and Messrs. Dillon, Macy, and Duff. At 
about this time the Commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vania brought suit against the Crédit Mobtlier for 
income tax alleged to be due, and in the lower 
court judgment was entered in favor of the Com- 
monwealth. The Crédit Mobilierappealed, and the 
Union Pacific, as surety for the Crédit Mobilier, 
gave its note for $2,000,000. and after the termina- 
tion of the suit the note was to be applied toward 
settling the account between the Crédit Mobilier 
and the Union Pacific. 

In 1873, for the first time, the Union Pacific, 
through its Board of Managers, contested the 
claim of the Crédit Mobilier, and claimed that the 
original contract, although purporting to have 
been made by Hoxie, was really made in the inter- 
est of Thomas C. Durant, and that thus the con- 
tract was made void. Another charge was that 
the estimated cost per mile by the engineer who 
made the preliminary surveys was $38,000, and that 
the contract price, as paid Hoxie, was $50,- 
000 «€per mile. In answer to this last 
proposition, the Crédit Mobilier replied that, 
after the preliminary surveys were made, 
the consulting engineer, Mr. Seymour, came to 
the conclusion that it was best to have the ruling 
grade 50 feet per mile instead of 80, as previously 
agreed upon. and as this involved a much larger 
cost, Mr. Hoxie’s contract of $50,000 per mile was 
based upon this change. The position taken by 
the Crédit Mobiller was that, whatever may have 
been the original vice of Hoxie by his connection 
with Mr. Durant, 1t was cured by proceedings in 
the Spring of 1865, when Hoxie assigned the con- 
tract to the Crédit Mobiller, and the Union 
Pacific Company, having accepted the same, 
was in law bound by the terms of the 
contract. It was also claimed that the 
Union Pacific Company has no equitable standing 
in this suit, as the only parties who were ever in- 
ured by the ownership of the contract were the 
olders of 2,000 shares of the stock of the Union 
Pacific Company, all of which were subsequently 
acquired by the Crédit Mobilier, except 18 shares, 
which have been unclaimed for 18 years and no 
owner can be foundforthem. A still further legal 
point relied upon was thatthe Union Pacific has 
been guilty of gross laches in not brivging its suit 
before so many years had elapsed. The rescript 
of the full court is as follows: ** There was no suf- 
ficient proof of actual fraud and no such proof of 
constructive fraud as to render the contract open 
for repudiation after the votes of April 6, 1865," 
The case has been three times argued before the 
court, the last time in March, when the Union Pa- 
cific was A ha gs by Sidney Bartlett and the 
Crédit Mobilier by William G. Russell and George

THE SOUTH-EASTERN NOT BOUGHT. 
THE NEW-YORK SYNDICATE UNWILLING TO 
ACCEPT ALL THE’ CONDITIONS, 

Orrawa, Ontario, Sept. 5.—Ali prospects of 
the Soutb-eastern Railway being sold to the syndi- 
cate of New-York capitalists. appear to be at an 
end for the present, and the floating creditors of 
the road are likely to be frozen out. Tne New- 
York syndicate claims that it stands in the 
position ot Mr. Barlow, the President of 
the road, having agreed to purchase 


ail his interest, which includes  three- 
fourths of the capital stock, and as that gives the 
control, the syndicate asks the Directors to retire 
and aliow it to manage the road. The New-York 
capitalists have no legal transfer from the ex-Presi- 
dent, which, in his present position, he cannot 
give. Notadollar has been deposited to secure 
the agreement to liquidate the liabilities of the road, 
most of which are due the Canadian Pacific. If these 
reputed capitalists can get a transfer of the road 
for absolutely nothing, the Directors of the Cana- 
dian Pacific think they might as well keep it them- 
selves. What the latter are most anxious about is 
to get the floating debt paid off or secured, 
and the Canadian Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany has made a proposition in. the inter- 
est of the creditors that the syndicate deposit 
$500,000 in the Bank of Mcntreal as security for 
the bona fide execution of the agreement. To this 
demand the syndicate has not assented +o far, and, 
therefore, no final setiftement bas been arrived at. 
It is understood that the price for the road has 
been agreed on, but nothing more. Ata meeting 
held in Montreal yesterday the President of the 
Canadian Pacific, on behalf of that company, made 
a demand that the mortgage which his company 
holds should be foreclosed, as three montbs have 
pussed by without payment of interest. 

In explanation of their side of the story, the 
New-York capitalists who are negotiating for the 
purchase of the South-eastern deny that they re- 
fused or have been asked to deposit any sum asa 
guarantee to credito:s. The deputation which 
waited on them during yesterday at Montreal, 
they state, brought virtually an ultimatum from the 
Canadian Pacific, offering them the South-eastern 
on condition that its claim be pee in full at once, 
and with the understanding that there snould be 
no interchange of business whatever between the 
two roads. The New. Yorkers not desiring to own 
the road and be exposed to the possible opposition 
of the new line and a fight with the Canadian Pa- 
cific, declined the proposition. 


NEW ROAD INCORPORATED. 
MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 5.—Articles of in- 
corporation of the Canada, La Crosse and South- 
western Railroad have been filed with the Secre- 
tary [of State. The line in this State is to extend 
from La Crosse, traversing the Counties of La 
Crosse, Trempealeau, Jackson, Clark, Taylor, Ma- 


rathon, Lincoln, Langlade, and Oconto, to a point 
in Marinette County, on the State line of Michigan, 
being about 275 miles in Wisconsin. The line will 
then continue north-east to Sault Ste. Marie, a fur- 
ther distance of about 225 miles, making a 
total iength of 600 miles. The _ principal 
place of business will be at La Crosse. 
The act of incorporation takes effect Sept. 5. 1883, 
and continues 100 years. The vapital stock is 125,000 
shares, valued at $100 per share. Eighty-five 
thousand shares are to be common and 40,000 
shares preferred stock. pod « rsons forming the 
corporation are Joseph Clark, M. Huderson, @. 
R. Montague, G. F. Gund, Albert Hirshheimer, of

SHIPPERS OPPOSING A POOL 

CuicaGo, Sept. 5.—Shippers here seem to be 
determined to resist the diversion of freight by the 
railroad pools, and, having been so successful with 
the South-western roads, have now turned their 
attention to the Eastern trunk lines. Judge Moran 
granted a temporary injunetion to-day restraining 
the Grand Trunk Railway and the Great Eastern 
Fast Freight Line from diverting the freight 
shipped by Gallup, Clark & Qo. from those railway 
lines over which the consignors desire that it shall 
go. The injunction was granted on the suit of 
Gallup, Clark & Co., who represent that they ship 
from 20 to 25 cars of grain daily, and, as it is most- 
ly to points in the Stnte of Maine, that their most 
convenient route is the Grand Trunk Railway.

THE BARK N. BOYNTON’S ROUGH PASSAGE 
—A BRIGANTINE ASHORE. 

Boston, Sept. 5.—The bark N. Boynton, 
which arrived bere this morning from Manila, re- 
ports that on Aug, 24, in latitude 24°, longitude 60°, 
she took a heavy squall, with rain, the wind in- 
creasing toahurricane. The vessel labored fear- 
fully, the decks being flooded. At 10 P. M. she 
shipped a heavy sea, carrying away two large life- 
boats from the forward house. The forecastle was 
stove, also the bulwarks on the port side, and the 
rails were split on the starboard side, the pump- 
gear damaged,and everything movable washed 
from the deck. She also received other damage.

jured. 


Hairax, Sept, 5.—The trading schooners 
Mary E. Banks and Amelia, the former owned by 
W. & A. Vauffts, of this city, and the latter by D.

L'Ardoise, Cape Breton, during the gale of last 
Wednesday night. 

A survey was made to-day of the Norwegian 
bark Svanen, from Galveston for Hamburg, which 
put in here yesterday in aistrass. The cargo, which 
consists of oil-cake, was found to be damaged. and 
it was recommended that it be unloaded, and that 
the vessel go on the m rine slip for repairs. 

The following dispatch was received from Sher- 
brooke to-night: **A map named Pride reports 
that on Saturday, when on the Mate Shoals, bearing 
south-east by south, and about two miles distant 
from the Mate on the east side of Indian Harbor, 
he saw a pitch-pine spar, 18 inches in diameter, 
floating heel upwards, and showing abvut 12 feet 
in the trough of the sea. He supposed it to be 
fast to standing rigging. It bad appareotiy been 
sawed half tbrough and broken off, and it 
showed white paint under the water and a 
little loose canvas, A derrick boom similar to 
those used on steamers was attached to the spar. 
The water about the spur was thick, apparently 
with coal-dust wash. and nothing could be seen 
under the surface.

BUNTING FOR ROBBERS.

INHABITANTS OF MONMOUTH COUNTY, N. J, 
ON THE WARPATH. 

Lone Branca, N. J., Sept. 5.—For some 
time past the farmers living in the vicinity of New- 
Monmouth, in Middletown Township, near this 
place, have been much annoyed by thieves. Al- 
most nightly some depredations have been com- 
mitted, the thefts being usually of poultry or 
goods which had been storedinthe barns. It is 
thought that the thieves are four young men from 
Red Bank. All the persons suspected are scarcely 
more than boys, the oldest not being 20 years 
of age. The house of William V. Conover, 
which was entered recently, is supposed 


to have been robbed by this party. Harry 
Jenkins, a musfc teacher, was robbed of 
aquantity of clothing valued at $100. A horse 
was stolen from the sheds at Mount Pleasant, near 
Matawan, and though thisis some distance from 
the present haunts of the crowd, they are believed 
to be the thieves. The people living around New- 
Monmouth are much alarmed at the frequency of 
the ropberies, and have taken steps to capture the 
perpetrators. State Detective J. Frank Patterson 
has been on their track for some time. and while 
he bas not yet succeeded In apprehending them, 
he expects to do so within a few days. 

The woods in the vicinity of New-Monmouth 
have been thoroughly searched, and traces of the 
youthful plunderers were found, Detective Pat- 
terson discovered one of their camping plaocs 
which was supplied with quilts, &c., which had 
been stolen frem the houses and barns of 
that neighborhood.

atterson secreted himself and lay in wait 
for the robbers 12 hours, but they did not appear.

BUSINESS TROUBLES. 
—_—_~—_-—— 
MEETING OF 8 0. &J. G. PHINNEY’S ORED- 
ITORS—A SUGAR HOUSE ASSIGNS. 
Boston, Sept. 5.—The first meeting of the 
creditors of 8. C. & J. G. Phinney, boots and shoes, 
was held in the Insolvency Court at Dedham this 
morning. Claims to the amount of $285,000 were 


represented, but it was stated the liabilities would 
teach $750,000. Amos W. Downing, of Haverhill, 
and Charlies E. Johnson, of Newton, were ap- 
pointed Assignees. 

The suspended sugar-house of Benjamin Burgess 
& Sons to-day made an assignment to the New- 
York house of Drexe!, Morgan & Co., as their in- 
debtedness is principally to parties in that city and 
in foreign countries. Boston banks held only a 
very small amount of the firm's paper. - 

A meeting of the creditors of Hersey, Whittier & 
Wyman, dealers in hides and leather, was beld in 
this city this afternoun. The Investigating Com- 
mittee reported the result of its labors, from which 
it appears thatthe firm succeeded to the business 
of Hersey, Washburn & Co., March 1, 1882, with an 
understanding that the latter's liabilities should be 
assumed by the new firm and their assets taken at 
appraisal. This appraisal was not completed until 
March 14, In the meantime, in liquidating the 
debts of the old firm. they bad paid out consider- 
able money and were so involved that they felt they 
could not recede. The shrinkage in the assetsin the 
actual settlement of the same was about $115.000. 
The committee, therefore. conciuded that while 
the old firm of Hersey, Washburn & Co. was in- 
solvent, the new firm of Hersey, Whittier & Wy- 
man wasin little better condition, for, after ab- 
sorbing $100,000 contributed by Mr. Nute as spe- 
elal partner, they were still $15,000 worse off than 
nothing. Whén they commenced on March 1 
the creditors chose ©. C. Bills as co-Assignee. 
An Advisory Committee to superintend the settie- 
ment of the firm's aftairs, and with full pow- 
er to petition the firm into insolvency or 
to adjust claims, was chosen, eonsisting 
of Wiliam B. Rice, Edward Hutchinson, and 
Charles Harrington. According to the commit- 
tee’s report there will be an apparent dividend of 
70 cents on the dollar, the assets being $348,L00, and 
the Ha-ilities $496,000. The statements of the two 
New-York State firms, which failed in consequence 
of the suspension of Hersey, Winttier & Wyman, 
areas follows: Hersey & Co., 'anners, Moose River, 
abilities, $211,000; assets. $104,000; apparent divi- 
dend.

PARES 1N THE ANNEXED DISTRICT.

' Col E. B. C. Cass, of South Carolina, 

complains that the newspapers and tne peo- 

ple of the North do not take the right view 

of “‘ independent movements” in the South, 

and he asks‘what the North would do in case 

a Democratic President were elected next 

year by the help of such States as Alabama, 

Mississippi, Louisiana, and South Carolina,

Col. Casu may bea very unselfish and patriotic 

person, and he may be entirely sincere in his 

wish to overthrow the Bourbon rulers of the 

South, but if so we advise him to take good 

care what company he keeps. He will be 

an object of suspicion to most North- 

ern people until he cuts loose from 

such unsavory politicians as Manone 
and CHatmers. Such companionship is 
improper and compromising for a 
man who stoutly protests that he is still a 
Democrat. As to the possible election of a 
Democratic President by the aid of South- 

ern Electoral votes, it is the present inten- 
tion of the Northern Republicans to prevent 

such a disaster by a steady adherence to. 
‘sound principles.and honest methods, and 
in particular by insisting that such fellows 
as Manone and CHALMERS shall let go the 
party’s coat-tails. 


It was rather a Frankenstein trestle than, 
a platform that the New-York Green- 
backers. erected at Rochester yesterday. 
A steadier head than that of the aver- 
age Greenbacker might well grow dizzy 
in mounting such a tall and crazy 
structure. While the general public, weary 
of battling with greed and unrighteousness 
in a hundred:forms, has well-nigh given up 
the fight, save in the case of a single bloated 
and dropsical telegraph company, the Green- 
backers valiantly assail two great railway 
corporations and the powerful railroad pool, 
‘and, still unsatisfied, demand the abolition of 
the Penal Code, of the contract labor system 
in prisons, of the Republican and Demo- 
cratic Parties,,and of the national banks 
and their notes. But it is not to be expected 
that considerations of time or space, of fit- 
ness or proportion, would govern the pro- 
ceedings of a Greenback Convention.

There is room to suspect that the six 
thousand men who paraded yesterday in 
jresponse to the call of the Central Labor 
‘Dnion, and. afterward listened to speeches 
“from several professional working men, did 
} not include-the best in their various trades. 
There is no fault to be found with their tak- 
‘ing @ dsy’s vacation, or spending it in 
marching and picnicking if they choose, but 
‘the character of many of the mottoes they 
carried yesterday was not such as honest and 
|sober workmen can approve, and the bom- 
‘ bastic nonsense contained in the circular of 

the Grand Marshal shows that the leaders of 
the Central Labor Union are not very safe 
advisers for ‘real working men. The time 
when laborers can get on without employers 
is far enough off at best, but it is not 
brought any nearer by the vaporing of such 
men as Henny O. Corz, with his talk of 
“oppressors” and the *‘ resistance that will 
become necessary.” 


It will not be until Tuesday next, it ap- 
pears, that the boilers of the Ltverdale will 
be raised and in a condition to be examined. 

In the meantime, Mr. CaULDWELL, the Gov- 
‘ernment Inspector of Boilers, makes the 


“guggestion that, as the boilers of the Rwer-, 


dale were very lowin the hold, the heat 
from them may have vaporized the bilge- 
water beneath, and the vapor may have 
corroded the boilers—a process which, he 
says, would go on very rapidly. If 
this be found to be the case, the 
question will arise why Mr. Cavup- 
WELL’S knowledge of the possibility of 
corrosion from this source was not put to 
some practical use at an earlier day. We 
do not know whether any discretion , is 
lodged in the Local Inspectors or the Board 
of Supervising Inspectors, or anywhere else 
in the complex machinery for the protection 
of passengers on steam-boats, to compel a 
fault of this sort to be remedied, as a condi- 
tion to the issue of a certificate. But if 
there be no such discretion, there ought to 
be, for, if Mr. CauLDWELL’s theory is found- 
ed on fact, the danger is obvious and great. 


There is still confusion in the councils of 
the Niagara Falls Reservation Commission. 
Yesterday’s meeting was consumed in ar- 
ranging for a preliminary survey of a small 
lot of land which it is deemed desirable to 
add to the reservation, and $500 was appro- 
priated, though the State Controller has not 
yet discovered from what fund these appro- 
priations shall be paid. There is plenty of 
talent and character in the commission to 
get along with the very simple work that 
it has to perform. Perhaps, indeed, there is 
too much, Its proceedings fail to create that 
confidence in its good sense and efficiency 
which it is very desirable should exist. 


It is now said by the same authority that 
reported the crossing of the Tonquin front- 
ier by the Chinese troops—the Hong Kong 
dispatches of the London Standard—that 
the report is not confirmed. The Chinese 
Legation in Paris also still denies having re- 
ceived any information on the subject. The 
Paris press is naturally much excited by the 
rumors of the hostile action of the Chinese 
Government, and there is talk of a 
reassembling of the Chambers. This 
shows how far the French Ministry have 
gone without any very clear idea of 
where they will bring up, or of 
the feeling of the country. They have 
taken steps which practically force China to 
resist, if necessary, by force, and yet they 
have never hinted to the Legislature that 
these steps might lead to war, and should not 
have been authorized unless the country was 
willing to follow them to thatend. Such a 
policy was the worst sort of blundering, and 
it is very much to be desired that there may 
yet be found a way for the Government to 
avoid a war which would not only waste 
many lives and much treasure, but which 
would strengthen the enemies of the re- 
public. 


A public meeting will be held this even- 
ing at Music Hall, Brooklyn, under the 
direction of the Third Ward Republican 
Association. It is intended to arouse pub- 
lic attention to the necessity of maintaining 
the excellent business system under which 
the city is now governed, and to the duty of 
the Republican Party in that connection. 
The meeting will be addressed by Col. An- 
son S. Woop, Deputy Secretary of State, 
and the Rev. Justin D. Furron. 


JAY GOULD’S EVIDENCE. 


Bacon compared argument to a cross- 
bow, which would carry as far whether a 
child or a giant pulled the string, and testi- 
mony to a long-bow, of which the force de- 
pends upon the strength of the archer. This 
comparison naturally comes to the mind 
upon reading the so-called evidence of Jay 


‘Gouup before the Senate sub-committee 


yesterday. Some of his argument is sound, 
and all of it is interesting, but his practice 
with the long-bow, though it shows facility, 


‘will not impress the public as he intended 


that it should. 

Why Govtp should have been summoned 
before the committee does not clearly ap- 
pear, if the committee has any other object 


‘than to supply miscellaneous information to 
,Senator Briar. 


It is not for us to say that 
that statesman does not need all the infor- 
mation that can be imparted to him; but 
this process of educating him at the public 
expense threatens to become tiresome as well 
as costly. 

If GouLp would tell all that he knew he 
might perhaps shed some light upon the 
problems which the sub-committee is en- 
gaged in investigating. He could explain 
the steps by which a man who starts with 
nothing in this country can attain great 
wealth by a succession of frauds and 
public robberies He could show how. 
such a man, after wrecking properties 
through direct depredation and through 
sham competition, can not only secure 
for himself immunity for all his offenses, 
but can wield an influence in the com- 
munity, without possessing the respect of 
a single human being, greater than could be 
attained by a life of blameless benevolence 
and active public spirit. He could inform 
the committee and the public how sucha 
man can not only make stock gamblers 
tremble at his nod, but can be believed to 
influence the action of Legislatures and of 
courts in a dozen States, and how, by buy- 
ing one newspaper and hiring another and 
muzzling a third, such aman can make a 
formidable attack upon the liberty of the 
press itself, and aim at nothing less than a 
monopoly of the business of collecting and 
transmitting intelligence which would put a 
gag upon every newspaper in the United 
States. 

But then the committee might also have 
known that Govutp would not tell any of 
these interesting and instructive things. It 
might have known that his view upon the 
relations of capital and labor would be that 
the good laborer never struck, and that the 
fortunes of Goutp himself and of ene of 
the operators of the Western Union Com- 
pany accurately represent their respective 
deserts. It might also have known that he 
would have professed himself willing to 
unload his Western Union upon the Gov- 


ernment, or any other lamb, ‘‘at a fair: 


price.’”” And these foregone conclusions 
were all that the committee derived from 
him which had any bearing upon the osten- 
sible object of the committee. 

It is to be regretted that GouLp, in drop- 
ping into autobiography in a friendly way 
to oblige Senator Biarr, should have found 
it necessary to omit so much interesting 
matter. He undertook to represent himself 
as @ good man who, from very humble begin- 
nings. by the constant practice of virtue and 


industry, had raised himself to affluence and 


to the envy which affluence excites in petty 
minds. A veader who knew nothing about 
him except what this testimony tells would 
po doubt derive that impression of him. 
But it is necessary to leave large gaps in the 
narrative in order that this impression may 
be produced. Jay Gouxp praying in a bed- 
room is & more engaging spectacle than, for 
example, Jay Gov.p bulling the gold 
market for a Black Friday. The ingenuous 
reader whom Govtp jumps from the 
leather business and the Rutland and 
Washington Railroad to the Union Pa- 
cific, when he made it ‘‘a financial success’’ 
and ‘‘ there arose a great clamor that it was 
Jay Govup’s road, as though that wasa 
dangerous thing,’’ will be at a loss to ac- 
count for the baseness of the clamorous peo- 
ple. But if he happened to remember that 
GOULD was at one time connected with the 
Erie Road, and that by the help of Mr. 
JaMES Fisk, Jr., and Judge Barnarp, he 
completely wrecked that road for his own 
advantage, the Directors subsequently com- 
pounding the transaction for several millions 
of money returned by GovLp under pres- 
sure, the ‘‘ clamor’’ would not be so unac- 
countable, especially if he also remembered 
that Goutp had also in the long run 
wrecked every other enterprise with which 
he had been connected. But there are 
lacung in the narrative at all these inter- 
esting points, and Senator Buarr kindly re- 
frained from any allusion to them which 
might wound the tender sensibilities of the 
witness. In common gratitude, GouLp 
ought to give the Senator a ‘‘ point’’—not 
one of the points which are at the disposal 
of all GouLD’s acquaintances, but a real 
point. 

The general tone of GouLp’s evidence does 
credit to his histrionic skill. Nobody would 
imagine from it that he was only a lucky 
sharper. There is something of the saint 
and something of the sage in his demeanor 
on the stand, as if the witness were a 
George Peabody or a Peter Cooper speak- 
ing out of the fullness of his affection for his 
kind. When Govutp remarks that ‘‘some- 
thing ought to be done to educate the masses 
and elevate their moral standiag,’’ and 
that ‘‘ that is the only protection we can se- 
cure for the future of our country,”’ the 
contrast between the remarks and the re- 
marker is overpowering. There; is noth- 
ing more depressing that we know of to the 
‘*moral standing of the masses’’ than the 
spectacle of Gouxp rich, and talking as if he 
imagined himself to be respected, and in any 
event at large. A man whose good fortune 
is most surprisingly manifest in the fact that 
he is out of jail should not set up for a pro- 
fessor of ethics. 


MR. KELLY’S HARMONY. 


If the County Democracy, or the Tilden 
Wing, or the Albany Regency—by whatever 
name the respectable opponents of Kellyism 
may choose to call themselves—imagined 
that Mr. Keiiy would be placated by their 
meek abandonment of their position, they 
must now be undeceived. They had pro- 
claimed that they were the Democracy of 
the County of New-York, and that if there 
was to be harmony it could be had only by 
voting at their primaries and acting gener- 
ally under their organization. They made 
a double issue with Keiiy. One branch 
of it was that Keniy was “irregular,’’ 
a disorganizer, a party rebel, and he and 
his followers must be put down or the in- 
tegrity of the State Democracy was gone, 
the authority of its conventions was worth- 
less, and any effective party action was out 
of the question. On this branch of their 
issue they were partly wrong and partly 
right. They were right as to forms, most 
of which they had on their side, but they 
were fatally wrong in substance, because 
Keuty had the majority of the voters with 
him, and there is no known force in politics 
that can contend with the majority of voters. 

The second branch of their avowed issue 
with Kguiy was based on the assertion that 
KELLy represented the jobbing, place-hunt- 
ing, and corrupt element of the party, while 
they represented the virtuous and the disin- 
terested and the high-minded, and, above 
all, the respectable. If their claim be 
just, it is certainly « misfortune for the 
party at large that they are in the minority. 
The more respectable the County Democ- 
racy really are the more obvious it is that 
the party in New-York is not respectable, 
because the party supports Keuuiy steadily 
and leaves the County Democracy cold and 
lonely by the wayside. A reflection of this sort 
might temper the pride of the County Dem- 
ocrats if they would stop to make it. But 
they do not. They know that their profes- 
sions of respectability are their only availa- 
ble capital, and they will not abandon them. 
But it must be confessed that their capital 
in this direction is fearfully watered. The 
percentage of paid-up virtue, on which they 
are doing business, is very small, and every 
time they undertake an important transac- 
tion the fact becomes apparent. Perhaps the 
eminently respectable gentlemen who pose as 
the managers of the County Democracy may 
some day realize that one reason why they 
do not have any better success in suppress- 
ing Tammany and Ke.ty is that the people 
of New-York see no reason to suppose that 
they are, in practice, any better than the 
scamps they are pursuing. 

Having, however, proclaimed that they 
were the original, regular, authoritative 
Democracy, and that no other should have 
any voice, they were compelled to back 
down from that advanced position, to admit 
that the whole matter was undecided, and 

‘that the State Convention would have to de- 
cide it. Possibly they thought that Keiiy 
would meet them half-way after this, But 
he will do nothing of the kind) On Tues- 
day night he called his captains of hundreds 
and of tens together, and instructed them to 
go on and hold their primaries as if there were 
no such organization in existence as the 
County Democracy. He ostentatiously de- 
clared that at these primaries every Demo- 
crat would be allowed and asked to vote, 
and that everything would be conducted in 
the squarest way. This is what he calls an 
olive branch, though it looks very like a 
club, and to the County Democracy must, 
we should say, feel very like one. KELLY 
leaves them the poor choice of voting at his 
primaries and sinking their existence as an 
independent organization, or of standing 
up alone to be counted, after which the 
State Convention can see how many 
there are of them and how many of 
his own followers. It is not a pleasant 
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prospect thus opened up for the County 
Democracy. After winning a barren vic- 
tory in the State Committee they have seen 
the Democratic organs throughout the State 
repudiate their claims, until they were 
themselves forced practically, to waive them. 
And now comes Keuiy and declares that 
the only way to real harmony is to follow 
him. The leopard and the kid may lie 
down together and welcome, but the leopard 
must be on the outside. 


TWO PRESIDENTS. 


Diplomatic correspondence is proverbially 
dull, but two Spanish-American Presidents 
have just contrived to infuse an entirely 
novel element into their official correspond- 
ence. President Soro, of Honduras, is in 
San Francisco, whence he has sent a letter 
to President Barrios, of Guatemala, charg- 
ing him with trying to stir up civil war in 
Honduras. So confident was. President 
Soro that his enemy would succeed in his 
fiendish purpose that, in order to avoid 
bloodshed, the self-sacrificing President of 
Honduras left his country with the reso- 
lution not to return to it until the 
Guatemalan President should repent and re- 
form. To this letter President Barrios 
replies that President Soro, having stolen all 
the portable property in Honduras, has run 
away in order to enjoy it at his ease, and has 
invented as an excuse for his flight the ab- 
surd story that President Barrios was in- 
triguing against him. President Barrios 
unhesitatingly informs President Soro that 
he is a liar as well as a thief, and threatens 
to thrash him in case the two ever meet. 
Frankness of this sort is quite unprecedent- 
edin state papers, and it is undeniable that 
it gives a zest to diplomatic correspondence 
which is wholly wanting in the formal and 
conventional correspondence between Euro- 
pean Governments, 

If President Barrios tells the truth, the 
situation of President Soro is not an envia- 
ble one. Hitherto the Spanish-American 
President, after accumulating the fortune 
which every one who engages in the busi- 
ness expects to accumulate, has always 
waited for the next annual revolution before 
leaving the country. Custom has pre- 
scribed that not less than one full military 
company of seventy men shall make a suc- 
cessful revolution, butany President ready 
to retire from business and desiring the 
credit of being driven out of his country by 
force has always found it easy to hire seventy 
revolutionists to shoot one policeman and 
so overturn the Government. Once safely 
out of the country, the retiring President 
always issues a manifesto, declaring that he 
has yielded to the overwhelming force of 


his enemies, but that he shall hold himself 


in readiness to return the moment the peo- 
ple send for him, after which he quietly 
goes to Paris and prepares to enjoy himself. 


Owing either to the extremely hot weather, 
which has made the Hondurans unwilling 
to incur the trouble of a revolution, or to 
the parsimony of President Soto, who 
would not pay the usual price for seventy 
revolutionists, that statesman has been com- 
pelled to retire from business in an unusual 
and discreditable way. : Having gathered 
together all the money in Honduras, he 
naturally did not want to remain any longer 
in the Presidential chair. By going to San 
Francisco on the pretext of attending to 
business, and then publishing his intention 
to remain away from Honduras in order to 
take away from the wicked Barrios the 
pretext for stirring up strife, President Soto 
has incurred the contempt of his fellow- 
Presidents.» Spanish-American public opin- 
ion is unanimous in holding that no Pres- 
ident can honorably resign his office, ex- 
cept as the result of a revolution; and 
that it was President Soro’s duty as a high- 
minded statesman to hold his office until 
somebody with seventy men could be hired 
to ostensibly drive him out. As for Presi- 
dent Barrios, it is well known that he is 
wisely attending to his own business, there 
being still a good deal of portable property 
which has not yet come into his hands. In 
these circumstances it is folly to suppose 
that he would waste his time in endeavoring 
to supply President Soro with a gratuitous 
revolution. President Soro has made a 
mistake, and as the first Spanish-American 
President who ever failed to wind up his ad- 
ministration with a revolution he will have 
an unenviable celebrity which will seriously 
mar his enjoyment of his hard-earned 
wealth. 





THE CENSUS MAP OF LOUISIANA. 


In one of the volumes of the census of 
1870 is a map of ‘‘The Acquisition and 
Transfer of Territory,’’ on which ‘‘the 
Province of Louisiana, 1803,” is shown as 
extending to the Pacific coast on the north- 
west, and including the whole region now 
divided into the State of Oregon and the 
Territory of Washington. . The plain in- 
tention is to give thisas the Territory of 
Louisiana purchased from France in 1803, 
while the fact is that the north-west portion, 
lying west of the Rocky Mountains, never 
belonged to France, was not acquired by the 
United States till 1819, and then not by 
purchase from France, but by treaty with 
Spain. The blunder has been more than 
once exposed during the thirteen years since 
it occurred; but it has nevertheless been 
perpetuated in some of the school text- 
books and has recently been revived as a 
question that admitted of controversy. 
Prof. WALKER himself, we believe, has 
published a letter in which he adduces some 
old map in justification of his mistake. If 
it were a question of old maps, he could 
have found by a little more diligent search 
more than one that would have saved him 
from error. But it is, in truth, a question, 
not of old maps, but of documentary and 
historical evidence. 

In 1800, Spain, which, thirty-three years 
before, had acquired Louisiana from France, 
retroceded it to NaPoLEon by the treaty of 
Ildefonso. In 1803, NapoLeon sold the 
same territory to the United States. The 
question, what were the boundaries of the 
territory that the United States purchased ? 
the treaty itself answers: The territory was 
ceded by France with the) boundaries with 
which she had acquired it three years before 
from Spain: by the treaty of Ildefonso. 
That there may be no mistake, the words of 
the treaty of Ildefonso are quoted in that 
with the United States: ‘‘The Colony or 
Province of Louisiana, with the same 
extent that it now [1800] hasin the hands 
of Spain. and that it had when France pos- 
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sessed it, and such as it should be after the 
treaties subsequently entered into between 
Spain and other States.’’ In other words, 
the territory which France conveyed to 
Spain in 1768, and which Spain reconveyed 
to France in 1800, France now sold to the, 
United States in 1808. Both the reconvey- 
ance and the sale, it is true, were subject to 
any treaties Spain might have made in the 
meantime with other powers; but as these, 
should they prove of any consequence, 
could only refer to the south-eastern bound- 
aries of the territory, they have nothing to 
do with the question under consideration— 
the north-western boundary. 

The United States then bought what 
France had acquired from Spain, but which 
Spain at an earlier period had received from 
France. Of course, the question then is, 
What were the boundaries of the territory as 
France first owned it? France is herself 
the best witness, for we may be quite sure 
she never claimed} any less than she 
thought she was entitled to. In 1712, Lours 
XIV., claiming by right of discovery and 
settlement possession of the Province of 
Louisiana, granted the right to trade over 
the whole Proviice to ANTHoNy Crozar. 
In that grant the territory is described as 
**bounded by New-Mexico, and by the 
English of Carolina. * * * The river 
St. Louis, heretofore called Mississippi, from 
the edge of the sea as far as the Illi- 
nois, together with the River St. 
Philip, heretofore called the Missouris, 
and §t. Gerome, heretofore called Over- 
bache, [the Ohio,] and all the countries, 
territories, lakes within land, and the rivers 
which fall directly or indirectly into that 
part of the River St. Louis, [Mississippi. }’’ 
This is the earliest record of the limits of 
Louisiana, as France herself claimed. On 
the south-east the territory was bounded 
by the English possessions, on the south- 
west by the Spanish, and it included the 
Rivers Mississippi, Missouri, and Ohio, and 
their valleys as far north as the Lllinois 
country. For, it should be explained, ‘‘ the 
Illinois,”” in the grant, refers not to the 
river, but to the region known by that name, 
which was about equivalent to the present 
State of Illinois. By the treaty of Utrecht, 
the next year, the northern boundary of this 
‘‘ country of the Illinois’ was fixed at the 
forty-ninth parallel, and four years after- 
ward, when OrozatT surrendered his grant, 
and it was given to Joun Law, the Illinois 
was severed from New France (Canada) and 
annexed to the Province of Louisiana. .. 

The census map of 1870, therefore, ; is 
wrong in extending the ‘‘ Province of Lou- 
isiana, 1808,’’ from the Gulf of Mexico td 
the Pacific coast of Oregon and Washing- 
ton Territory... The French never claimed 
any territory beyond the Rocky Mountains, 
and the boundary of acquired territory as 
laid downin the map is the boundary as 
fixed by the treaty of 1819 with.

COLOR AND QUININE. 


A certain learned medical man, writing in 
a'scientific publication, claims to have dis- 
covered the true origin of so-called malarial 
diseases. He denies that there is any such 
thing as malaria, and asserts that the dis- 
eases ascribed to it are really produced by 
the poison injected into the human system 
by mosquitoes. In proof of this theory he 
cites the alleged fact that mosquitoes abound 
wherever malarial disease exists, and that 
such diseases are unknown in regions where 
there are no mosquitoes. 

That the negroes of the coast of Africa 
do not suffer from the fever which proves 
so deadly to white men is due, so says this 
medical man, to their color. The mosqui- 
toes fly chiefly in the night, when a white 
man is plainly visible while a black man is 
invisible. Hence, white men are bitten 
while negroes escape. Furthermore, the 
color of the negro is an effort of nature to 
protect him against mosquitoes. This color 
is, in the medical man’s view, originally 
produced by mosquito bites, the poison of 
which, in the absence of quinine, affects 
the spleen in sucha way as to induce the 
formation of the pigment which colors the 
negro’s skin. 

The chief importance of this wonderful 
discovery is that it compels us to believe 
that the white men in countries where 
mosquitoes abound owe their color to 
quinine. If the Jerseyman or the Long 
Islander were to cease to take qui- 
nine, the local mosquitoes would soon 
make them as black as the natives of 
Guinea, after which they would escape all 
further attention on the part of the mos- 
quitoes. Wecan now see the necessity of 
providing this country in time of peace with 
immense stores of quinine. Otherwise, a 
war which should blockade our ports and 
prevent the importation of quinine would 
speedily enable the mosquitoes to turn us all 
into negroes. Our colored people will be 
pleased to learn that the whileness of the 
white American is due wholly to quinine, 
and that if nature and mosquitoes could 
have fair play he would be as black as the 
blackest of plantation negroes. 





The New-York State Brewers and Maltsters’ 
Association exhibits more energy thun judgment. 
An anti-prohibition party is perhaps as logical asa 
prohibition party, but itis not exactly logical to 
say that “this country, where beer-drinking is pop- 
ular, is as advanced as any other where liberty is 
not so large in this respect.”” In what country, ex- 
cept in this, is there any prohibition of the drink- 
ing of beer? Upon the whole, it is ndét likely that 
our politics will soon be organized on a basis of 
malt and hops. Many people would be glad, 
however, if the brewing business were re- 
organized on that basis. A great part, if 
not the greater part, of all the beer 
sold is adulterated, poisonous stuff, which no- 
body ought to drink, and which everybody who 
does drink is the worse for drinking. If the brew- 
ers would confine themselves to making pure and 
sound beer their case against the probibitionists 
would be far stronger than it isnow. We have 
observed no reference to this subject in the pro- 
ceedings of the Brewers’ Association, which could 
not do a better thing for itself and for the commnu- 
nity than to discipline the adulterators of beer. 
Many people who like good beer wilt drink none 
brewed in this country, although the facilities for 
making good beer are as great here as they are 
anywhere, and tho retail price higher here than 
anywhere else. 
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The movement in behalf of a State Govern- 
ment in Southern Dakota does not seem to have 
lost force since the Huron Convention, for all the 
counties are said to be fully represented at the 
constitutional convention now in seasion at Sioux 
Falls. This convention is held without authority 
of law, because Gov. Oxpway refused to sign the 
bill by which the Legislature endeavored to pro- 
vide for such a meeting. The Governor declares 
that the movement is one of “ disaffected men,

Lyons, Sept, 5.—At the banauet given to 
United States Ministers Morton and Sargent 
here yesterday, several of the speakers ex- 
pressed a wish that the United States would 
adopt the principle of free trade and conclude 
a treaty of commerce with France on that 
basis. 

Soruta, Sept. 5.—Prince Alexander has is- 
sued a manifesto in which he announces that 
he has decided to appoint a commission to 
draft a new Constitution for Bulgaria. 

MunicH, Sept. 5.—The International Law 
Congress opened its sessions here to-day. The 
proceedings are secret. 

GoRITZ, Sept. 5.—It is stated that orders 
have been issued prohibiting political meetings 
here. This course, it is said, was prompted by 
@ communication from the French Govern- 
ment. 

Mapkrip, Sept. 5.—Orders have been ga- 
zetted dismissing all the officers who partici- 
pated in the recent military uprising at Bada- 
jos and Seo de Urgel. 

Panis, Sept. 5.—There is no gnestion of a 
French expedition into the interior of Mada- 
gascar. he French will retain their present 
positions in Madagascar until satisfaction is 
given them by the Hovas, 

The Count of Paris has arrived here. The 
sion 7 reports that the Count of Chambord 
left 60,000,000f., which is to bedivided between 

the Duke of Parme and the Count of Barde. 

AGRAM, Sept. 5.—Anti-Magyar disorders 
broke out at Bedujia to-day, and troops were 
called on to restore order. A conflict arose 
between a mob of peasants and a troop of 
bussars, and the latter were obliged to retreat 
for reinforcements. The peasants then at- 


tacked a body of infantry, and several per- 
sons were killed and wounded on both sides.

THE OCEANICA CALAMITY. 

Lonpon, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Amsterdam says the fact that 
the Dutch Controller at Katimborg, Sumatra, 
was saved, together with his family, indicates 
that the destruction in that quarter by the 
voleanic eruptions was not absolute. One 
European book-keeper and two natives were 
tke only persons whose lives were saved at 


Merak, where nota building was left stand- 
ing. At Taudjong-Priok, 58 miles distant, the 
sea suddenly rose eight feet and then fell ten 
feet, causing wide-spread devastation in that 
region. 

The Batavia floating dock, which went 
ashore at Tanjongkaik, has been floated with 
very slight damage. In view of the fact that 
the Nederland Steam-ship Company’s steamer 
Princess Amalia arrived at Batavia to-day,and 
the Roiterdam Lloyd’s steamer Batavia\yes- 
terday, it is believed that the Sunda Strait is 
still navigable with proper caution. 

Prof. Faib, who has made a study of the 
subject of volcanic eruptions, and who is con- 
sidered authority on such matters, predicts 
that anotber earthquake will take place on the 
Island of Ischia on Oct, 15, 

Tne HaGvue, Sept. 5.—A central relief com- 
mittee has been formed here to collect sub- 
scriptions for the sufferers by the Java erup- 
tions under the presidency of the Prince of 
Orange. The King has formally approved 
the object of the committee. A fair will be 
held on the exhibition grounds at Amsterdam 
for the same object. 

A telegram from the Governor-General of 
the Dutch East Indies says that the bays 
within the area of the recent volcanic disturb- 
ances are filled with banks of pumice stone, 
The Temple of Boro Buddor, in Java, the 
largest Buddhist temple in the East, was de- 
stroyed by falling rocks. Thirteen thousand 
fiorins have been sent to Batavia by telegraph 
for the relief of distress. 

Great anxiety is felt in regard to the fate of 
the Nederland Steam-ship Company’s mail 
steamer Prince Frederick, which is believed 
to have veen in the Strait of Sundaat the time 
of the volcanic eruption. 
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THE PRESIDENT IN CHICAGO. 


A WARM RECEPTION AT THE CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE. 

CurcaGo, Sept. 5.—President Arthur and 
party occupied boxes at McVicker’s Theatre last 
night and witnessed Margaret Mather’simpersona- 
tion of Julia in **The Hunchback.” During the 
performance Miss Mather presented the President 
with a costly floral .tribute, which he received gra- 
ciously, bowing tothe donor and tothe cheering 
audience. As the play progressed a number ot 
acquaintances of the President called upon him in 
his box. At the close of the performance most of 


the audience remained to catch a glimpse of the 
Presidential party as it passed out between lines 
of people clapping their hands. 

The President passed the forenoon quietly to-day 
at his hotel, receiving afew callers. At 12:30, ac- 
companied by several members of the Reception 
Committee, he appeared on the trading floor of the 
Chamber of Commerce, where he met with asplen- 
did ovation. Fully 4,000 persons were on the floor 
and in the galleries, and the appearance uf the 
President was the signal fora rollof continuous 
cheering, lasting several minutes, He was intro- 
mg by Vice-President French and spoke as fol- 

ows: 

GENTLEMEN: I thank you for the warmth of this 

ting. lam glad to have the opportunity of meet- 

mg 60 many of the representative business men of 

this magnificent city. [I shall always recall with 

— the warmth and cordiality with which I 

ave been welcomed, and leave you with my best 
wishes for your future prosperityand welfare. 

Secretary Lincoln said he had been endeavoring 
for two years to convince the President that Chi- 
cago was the centre of the Nation, and his mag- 
nifivent reception to-day would prove an argument 
he eould not easily withstand. At 1 o’clock the 
President held a reception at the Union League 
Club, and at 2 o’clock sat down toa dinner at the 
Calumet Club tendered by the Illinois Commandery 
of the Loyal Legion. 

At the close of the reception the President 
stepped out on the balcony in response to calls 
from the large gathering of people outside and ad- 
dressed a few words to them, saying that he 
was very tired from the exertions of the day 
and evening, and asked them to excuse him 
from any extended remarks, as he was obliged to 
prepare for his coming journey. Secretary 
Lincoln was then called for. As he appeared some 
one shouted. * Three cheers for our next President.” 
Mr. Lincoln said he hoped he would never be as 
wide of the mark as the man who proposed 
that sentiment. He thanked them for the heart 
reception accorded the President. Senator Cul- 
lom responded to calis. and spoke of the 
patriotism shown in the attendance of the 
people at the reception, especially of the 
large representation of the laboring element, This 
ended their reception. It is estimated that 10,0 0 
passed before the President during two hours. 
Secretary Lincoln did not accompany the President 
East. He goesto Mount Pleasant, Iowa, to-mor- 
row to join his family.

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GREENBACKERS NOMINATE THEIR 
STATE TICKET. 

AND DENOUNCE MONOPOLIES, PRISON LABOR 
CONTRACTS, EXISTING POLITICAL PAR- 
TIES, AND 80 FORTH. 

Rocuester, N. Y., Sept. 5.—About 75 
delegates to the National Greenback-Labor 
Convention assembled this morning at 8:30 
o'clock. George O. Jones, of Albany, Chair- 
man of the Committee on Resolutions, pre- 
sented a report which was the result of the 
night's deliberation, The following is the 
platform of the party in full as finally 
adopted: 

We reaffirm the declarations set forth in our 
State platforms during the past three years. 

+ irst—In the declaration that railroads and tele- 
grapbs are public institutions deriving their exist- 
ence under the fundamental law of eminent do- 
main, or right to take private property for public 
use; that under that law no legislative sanction 
can constitutionally confer on companies owning 
such property a right to tax commerce or travel 
to pay interest or dividends on fictitious capital, 
or to make such property a source of private gain 
beyond a reasonable remuneration for services 
actualiy rendered anda tair return on the money 
actually and in good faith expended by stock and 
bond holders for its construction and equipment. 

second—That to pay $100,000,000 of watered 
debts of the New-York Central Kailroad imposes 
an annual burden of $8,000,000 on the people more 
than it shouid for their use of the road. 

Vhird—That $60,0u0,000 of stock issued by the 
officers of the Erie Railway Company in 1868-9, the 
proceeds of which were appropriated to the per- 
sona! use and benefit of the officers, as testified to 
by a Director, should never be allowed to impose 
any burden whatever on the people. 

rourth—That pooling associations which allow: 
railroad officials represeniing roads outside of the 
State to havea voice in determining transporta- 
tion eharges between pointsin the Siate are an 
a ag on the citizens and should be prohibited 

aw. 

Typ —That most of the laws contained in the 
Penal Code of the State are against the whole the- 
ory of free government and a standing insult to 
the citizens and should be repealed. 

sizih—That the outrageous contract prison 
labor system still remains in force, notwithstand- 
ing the pledge contained in the platforms of the 
old parties to correct it, showing that no reliance 
oan be placed in eitherto remedy the evil. We 
hold that prisons should be located on the mineral 
Jands owned by the State in northern sections; 
that the prisoners should be employed in develop- 
ing the mineral resources of the State so that their 
labors will not come in competition with the prod- 
ucts of honest mechanics’ toil, and that the pris- 
oners should be paid for all they earn In excess of 
the actual cost of their keeping; that the pallot- 
box is the only piace through which American 
working men can strike and obtain permanent re- 
lief from their present wron 

Seventh—That the Republican and Democratic 
Parties in the State are alike the servants of cor- 
porations; thut representatives of both in the last 
Congress, with a few exceptions, united their votes 
and influence in the interest of monepolies against 
the wishes ana welfare of a great majority of the 
people; that both depend on sectional prejudice 
for continued existence, thereby rendering them 
either unfit to make or execute laws for the whole 
country. Weask the citizens of this State if they 
desire the present condition of affairs to be con- 
tinued. If not, then they must vote for the candi- 
date of the party specially organized to enact laws 
in aecord with advanced civilization and pledged 
to correct wrongs now almost universally com- 
plained of. 

In the resolutions subsequently adopted the 
Greenbackers declare that the genera] Govern- 
ment is the sole and only power under the 
Constitution authorized to make, issue, and 
control the volume of money; that all Gov- 
ernment bonds should be paid as rapidly as 

ossible; that national banks should be abol- 

ished and the bank currency superseded with 
Government legal-tender notes: that Congress 
should regulate inter-State commerce, and that 
all lines of transportation or communication 
should be brought under such legal control as 
will insure moderate, fair, and uniform rates 
for passengers and freight traffic; that the 
action of the old parties in creating and sus- 
taining gigantic money, railroad, and land 
monopolies did that which is destructive to 
prosperity and dangerous to liberty. Gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, for the 
people is demanded; and all appeals to sec- 
tional animosity or prejudice based on sec- 
tional issues determined by the late war are 
denounced, 

The convention requested the delegation 
from the State to the next National Conven- 
tion to use their influence to have the next 
national platform declare in favor of the gen- 
eral Government issuing full legal-tender notes 
to pay its debts, current expenses, or for such 
other purposes, for value received, as Con- 
gress may direct, until the volume of the 
notes in circulation shall equal the require- 
ments of business on a cash basis of not less 
than $50 per capita of the entire population, 
the said notes to be receivable for all public 
dues and a legal tender in payment of all pri- 
vate debts. On the subject of civil service re- 
form resolutions were passed tavoring the elec- 
tion of more of the public officers by the peo- 
ple, the repeal of all laws which oppress them, 
the enactment of just laws, and the appoint- 
ment to office of those in sympathy with 
them to see them honestly enforced. A reso- 
lution eulogistic of the late Peter Cooper was 
adopted. A resolution *‘recognizing women 
asour natural equal in aJ] Government mat- 
ters, whether in home or other important po- 
sitions,” was tabled.

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FIGHTING THEIR BATTLES OVER. 


GRAND ARMY VETERANS SHOOT EACH OTHER 
WITH WADS AND RAMRODS. 

PRINCETON JuNcTION, N. J., Sept. 5.—The 
sham battle on the Grand Army camping ground 
to-day was more realistic in some of its incidents 
than any one thought it would be. Thirteen 
wounded men were carried from the scene of car- 
page. In the charge the war blood of the old vet- 
é6rans was warmed to its old-time fervor, and they 
beat the Confederate representatives with the 
butts of their guns till they cried for quarter. One 
of the Union staff officers whipped a Confederate 
field officer so vigorously with his cane that he was 
glad to surrender without terms. The lines were 
constituted impzrtially of veterans and militia- 


men. At one of the encampments—Deckertown 
probably—the veterans who represented the 
Confederates would not allow themselves 
to be vanquished by the militia. The 
militia were quite as_ sensitive about 
being routed by the volunteers. Tne difficulty has 
since been adjusted by the assignment of some 
from each department to each army. Commander 
Frank O’Cole was at the lread of the Union forces 
to-day. Col. Cooper, of the Sixth Regiment, com- 
manded the Confederate Army. The Confederate 
richt rested on the woods that skirt the Millstone 
River. The Union line formed in the middle of the 
avenue, their right aiso resting on the woods. In 
the rear of the Union forces six pieces of artillery 
loomed ominougy. Concealed in the woods were 
two other guns on the Union forces’ flanks. One 
of these pieces did its work with distinguished im- 
artiality, and during all the fight blazed away at 
thfarmies, At the Confederates’ centre were six 
guns. 

Each army threw out acloud of skirmishers,who 
advanced, firing as they went. Ata given signal 
the Confederate skirmishers moved forward on the 
double quick, while the Unions fell back. The 
Confederate skirmishers threw themselves on the 
ground and the Union opened fire. The Confed- 
erate skirmishers rose, and, having retired to the 
rear, the rank and file moved ferward, while the 
Union soldiers advanced to meet them. Thecrach 
of the rifle and the booming of the cannon began 
in dead earnest. The Union troops faced about, 
double quicked back to their original position, and 
then charged bayonets. The rebel forces were 
finally flanked by a corps of Union men. They 
fired a volley and charged on the enemy’s 
rear, and the frightened rebels flea in_pre- 
cipitate confusion. It was during the firing, 
when the armies advanced to the fray, that 
the 18 were wounded. Both sides fired low while 
they were close together, and the gun-wads were 
driven into the flesh of some of the combatants. 
Major A. B. Planchet, of Post No. 24, had some 
fragments driven to the bone of his arm. Comrade 
A. A. Harrison, of Post No. 61, is reported as bav- 
ing had a ramrod driven into hisleg. The sur- 
geons deny the ramrod part of the story, but it is 
asserted nevertheless to be true. Corp. Alva A. 
Thorne was so badly burned in the face that he 
will probably be disfigured for life. Other casual- 
ties reported are as follows: A. Wesley, Post No. 
80, left arm wounded; D. Y. Reed, Company H, not 
serious; Sergt. Sace, Company D, burned in the 
face with gunpowder; John Y, Garner, Post No. 35, 
shot in the arm; W. Cottrell. Company D, injured 
in the left breast; L. R. Schoenheit, Post No. 18, an 
arm wound: Capt. A: Schnetzier, Company B. and 
William Daniell, of Company B, not serious; H. H. 
Bartlett, Company A, not serious; A. A. Koenig, 
Post No. 72, face wound. The injured were at- 
tended by Dr. E. L. B. Godfrey, Surgeon of the 
Sixth Regiment, assisted by Dr. D. Benjamin, the 
Assistant Surg on, and those whose wounds were 
serious were sent to the regimental hospital tent. 
In the afternoon a handsome flag was presented to 
the department. The Fourth Regiment arrived 
this evening with about 300 men. The attendance 
to-day was large enough te revive the flagcing hope 
of the Grand Army managers in the financial suc- 
cess of their enterprise.

THE RESUL? OF A FEUD. 


AN OLD FARMER WAYLAID AND FATALLY 
BEATEN NEAR HORNELLSVILLE. 


HORNELLSVILLE, N. Y., Sept. 5.—Alfred 
Linkletter, a miserly farmer, has lived alone ina 
tumble-down hut in the town of Almond, a few 
miles from this place, for years. He is nearly 70 
years of age. William Hollister Is a neighbor of 
his. There has been bad blood between Hollister 
and Linkletter for about five years. The cause of 
the trouble is a dispute about a line fence. Link- 
letter has for a long time charged that he has been 


annoyed by Hollister and the latter's son, claiming 
that the two have disturbed his crops and fruit, 
and trespassed in many ways on his property. 
About three months ago, to satisfy himself as to 
the trespassers on bis premises, he fixed a trap-gun 
in his yard. As it was found next day that the gun 
had been discharged during the night, and that 
Hollister’s son had been so badly wounded in some 
way asto be unable to leave his father’s house, 
Linkletter was satisfied that he had been correct in 
his suspicions. 

On Saturday !ast the old farmer was in Hornells- 
ville doing some trading. He left for home in the 
evening. Sunday morning Hollister’s wife went to 
the house of Jobn Hastings, another neighbor, and 
said that Linkletter wae lying unconsciousin the 
road in front of her house, Hastings and his hired 
man found the old man bleeding and eenseless. 
They found his team ina fence corner near his but. 
They carried Linkietter bome, where he revived, 
and charged Hollister with having waylaid him 
the night before, knocked him from his ‘wagon, 
and beaten him to unconsciousness. Hollister was 
nowhere to be found. Linkletter’s chest was 
crushed in, and his face was beaten out of all rec- 
ognition. He talked with difficuity, as at every 
word blood gushed from his mouth. He refused to 
bave a doctor sent for, or to have relatives 1n Nun- 
da notified, and the neighbors woul! take no move 
without his consent. Word was received here last 
night that he was dead.

INDIANS BADLY DECEIVED. 

Park RipGr AGEncy, Dakota, Sept. 3,— 
The Senate Committee to-day held a council here 
with the Ogallala band of the Sioux. The princi- 
pal speaker was the noted chief, Red Cloud. 
Like all the other Sioux, the Indians 
here claim to have signed the Edmunds 


agreement under a misapprehension of its terms. 
One surprising fact was brought out to-day. It 
will be remembered that the treaty of 1868 pro- 
vided that all subsequent agreements, in order to 
be binding on the Indians, must be signed by three- 
fourths of the adult malesof thetribe. Of course the 
Edmunds agreement was covered by this provision. 
lt pow appears that a large number of the signers 
of this agreement were boys between the ages of 
5and 12. The Indians refer in te:ms far from 
complimentary to the Rev. 8. D. Hinman, who 
acted as interpreter for the Edmunds commission, 
and who bas been very active in procuring signa- 
tures to the agreement, including those of the 
children referred to. They also say that 
Mr. Hinman promised them a strip of land in 
Nebraska in consideration of their cession in Da- 
kota. This hardly seems probable, however, as he 
certainly bad no authority todoso. As the facts 
are gathered by the committee it becomes more 
evident that the Edmunds agreement is no excep- 
tion to the rule of conduct which has sp long dis- 
graced the Government in its treatment of the In- 
dians. The committee leave to-morrow for the 
Rosebud Agency.

The venerable and beloved father of the ed1- 
tor of this paper died in Baltimore on the 29th inst. 
He came from a race of great merchants, who 
illustrated the best days of Maryland commerce, 


Good and bad fortune assailed him; but neitherthe 
temptations of wealth nor the trials of adversity 
could shake the rare uprightness of his character. 
In these days of mercactile laxity of privaiple it is 
a wholesome thought for the widow and children 
of such aman to be well content with the rich 
legacy left them, whichis ‘* far above rubies.”” Dur- 
ing his later years he filled an important and re- 
sponsible position under the State Government, 4 
position often occupied and sometimes striven for 
by the scions of most eminent Maryland families. 
His high character ennobled tfe place, and his finan- 
cial skill guaranteed its security. He literally died 
in harness and at his post of duty. As be lived an 
honest man, 80 he died a Christian gentleman, forti- 
fied with all the sacraments of the Roman Catbolia 
Church, of which he was #® convert.

CROWDS AT THE LAKEVILLE CON- 
VENT DEDICATION. 

MR. BARNUM FAILS TO APPEAR—THE CRU- 
CIFIX I8 NOT MENTIONED IN THE S8ER- 
MONS, . 

LAKEVILLE, Conn., Sept. 5.—Many peo- 
ple have been here to-day. Excursion trains 
over the Connecticut Western and the Housa- 
tonic Railroads came crowded, and from dis- 
tant parts of the State devout Catholics rode 
in carriages and wagons, while others came to 
the hamlet by long and wearisome walks over 
rough and dusty country roads, Every Roman 
Catholic church had its representative, 
and many priests were here. Bishop 
McMahon has listened to an eloquent 
sermon by the Very Rev. Father Hunt, 
of Southington, the Lakeville’s convent has 
been dedicated, and Father Lynch’s crucifix 
still stands by the wayside with its realistic 
representation of the Saviour opon the cross. 
It has been a great day for the Catholics of 
Lakeville, a great day for the Catholics of the 
whole State. Father Lynch’s friend and pat- 
ron, the Hon, William H. Barnum, was 
not here. Why he was absent is un- 
explained. It may be noted, however, 
that Thomas A. Hendricks, formerly 
ot Tilden and Hendricks, for whom 
Mr. Barnum once managed certain specula- 
tions in mules, made a flying trip to Connecti- 


cut the other day, and it may be that Mr. 
Barnum has become convinced that it would be 
rather impolitic for a champion and expectant 
beneficiary of the “old ticket” to snake 
a public display of partisanship in a 
religious war, even away up here among 
the siones and _ ore-beds of North- 
western Connecticut. Father Lynch’s 
announcement that Senator Barnum had so 
loved bim and his flock, that he had given freely 
from $6,000 to $8,000 iu an off-hand way just 
to help the parish along, has raised a storm 
among the Protestants of Litchfield County as 
well as in other parts of the State; for William 
H. Barnum has hitherto beer looked upon asa 
most worthy representative of the Puritan 
spirit as it exists in Connecticut to-day. That 
the idol has fallen has caused more exaspera- 
tion than sorrow, and were Mr. Barnum to 
ask the suffrages of his fellow-citizens to- 
morrow, it is more than likely fhat he would 
sadly awake to a condition of things that 
would not flatter his self-complacency. 
Until a late hour it was expected that Bishop 
McMahon would improve the occasion to 
say something pertinent about the tall crucifix 
and the battle which has been waged over it. 
But if the Bishop had any interest in this war- 
fare or any opinions as to right and wrong 
of the controversy, he took nobody 
into his confidence, at least not Father 
Lynch or any of the Jaity. Nor 
in Father Hunt’s dedicatory sermon was 
there any reference made to the subject aside 
from an implied approval of Father Lynch’s 
position when at the close the reverend orator 
called upon the Catholics of Lakeville to 
stand firmly by their faith, with trust in God, 
always earnestly endeavoring to uphold their 
priest’s right hand, and see that he lacked not 
support when difficulties came and obstacles 
were rolled in the path. 

This omission to discuss the matter of the 
crucifix in open and pointed terms disap- 
pointed many people, Catholics and Protest- 
ants alike. Father Lynch’s friends insist 
that it shows no lack of trust in him, 
and they are as enthusiastic in his sup- 
port as ever, asserting that had the Bishop 
doubted the good taste or questioned 
the motives of the priest he would have 
directed the removal of the _ crucifix 
long ago. His silence they construe into a 
virtual approval. Among Protestants, how- 
ever, the fact that the subject was avoided 
by Kishop McMahon and not mentioned in 
Father Hunt’s loug sermon is looked upon as 
meaning that the cross has been condemned; 
and it is asserted by the opponents of the 
image, that the only reason why the Bishop 
has suffered it to stand so long is that he desired 
to have personal knowledge in the matter pe- 
fore he issued orders for its removal. He 
looked upon it to-day, noticed how close- 
ly it stands by the highway and with 
what boldness it confronts every passer- 
by, and the Protestants assure themselves to- 
night that another week will see the parson- 
age lawn without the life-like figure of the 
crucified Saviour. THE TiMEs’s representa- 
tive has information which shows one thing 
at least—that Father Lynch is in doubt 
as to the future of his crucifix. While 
Bishop McMahon has not committed himself 
upon the subject, it has been intimated 
to Father Lynch by authorities that 
he will not disregard the fact 
that the Bishop would like to have 
a memorandum of the recent troubles, stating 
their cause and theirinfluence. Such a mem- 
orancum will besent to Hartford before next 
Sunday, and then an episcopal declaration 
may be expected to decide the momentous 
questions involved. 

Meanwhile, the sectarian war goes on, 
Steam-boat Manager Rudd has not retreated 
from his position, and other Protestants con- 
tinue with him in the fight. Protestant store- 
keepers, on the other hand, still suffer 
from a Jack of Catholic customers, and 
bitter controversies on the streets and else- 
where are frequent and emphatic. One thing 
that worries superstitious people here is an al- 
leged prediction ,attributed to Father Lynch, 
declaring that one of the foremost of his op- 
posers is to die within a year.

THE MOIHER TONGUE. 


DR. E. G. ROBINSON URGES A CLOSER STUDY 
OF THE ENGLISH LANGUAGE, 

PRovIDENCE, R. I., Sept. 5.—President E. G. 
Robinson, of Broag University, made-his annual 
report to the corporation this afternoon. The 
veuerable doctor aired his views upon the too ap- 
parentn lect of a preper study of the mother 
tongue by students in American colleges, and dealt 
very plainly v.ith the easy-going method of dis- 
‘tributing honorary degrees which exists in the col- 
leges of this country. He also criticised sharply 
the encroachments of college games, college s0- 
cieties, and college reunions upon the academic 
yaar. The doctor said: * Of nothing am I more 
thoroughly convinced than that the most radical 
defect to-day in our American colleges\is a want 
of due attention to rhetoriegl studies, understand- 
ing by these studies not only practice in the 
arts of composition and of speech, the patient 
acquisition of the power to think justly 


and to express one’s thoughts aceurately, 
but also the acquisition of that correctness 
of literary taste, that knowledge of English litera- 
ture, and that application of its riches, without 
which familiarity and skill in the use of our tongue 
are neverattainable. The number of men annually 
graduating from our be oo with very creditabie 
attainments as to hoth extent and accuracy of 
knowledge, but showing a lamentable sanapecity 
for systematic thinking and for clear, forcible, an 
elegant, expressions of their 
thoughts, is one of the standing reproaches to our 
American education. The only remedy appears to 
be in more thorough and continuous training in 
those studies whioh are known as rhetorical and 
swhich consist in an incessant critical study and 
practice of the English tongues Years and years 
of closest study are given to other tongues, both 
ancient and modern, which only a fraction of edu- 
cated men are expected to use in after life, while 
only Incidental and comparatively superficial at- 
tention is given to that mother tongue which ail 
are compelled to use in speech or in writing every 
day of their lives, and on a skillful nse of which 
with many depends, to no small degree, their suc- 
cess or failure in life. And in saying this, it 
is not forgotten that for the enlargement of one’s 
knowledge of English words, and for the cultiva- 
tion of that nice discrimination between synonyms 
which only the most careful study of language can 
impart—a discrimination which shows itself aa one 
of the striking characteristics of the classics of 
every people—nothing has yet been discovered, or 
is ever likely tu be discovered, that can take the 
place of the critical study of the classical litera- 
ture of the Greeks and Romans. But the 
fact cannot be disguised that many a Lat- 
in and Greek scholar writes wretched 
Engiish, while admirable English is writ- 
ten by many who'know neither Latin nor Greek. 
What our colleges most need is not neglect of the 
classics of the ancients, but more attention to the 
classics of our own tongue—an attention that shall 
consist not merely in astudy of its best authors, 
but ef that unremitted and critical practice with- 
out which, in literature as in everything else, no 
high degree of excellence is ever attained. 

‘*The multiplication of students’ clubs, associa- 
tions, and societies, that call for intercollegiate 
games, or for annua! meetings and reunions during 
term time, has now reached a point where some 
kind of restrictive action would seem to be called 
for. The numberof absences required by these 
games ané annual reunions is more than is consist- 
ent with the best results in scholarship. The weeks 
allotted to actual work in the present academic 
year of the colleges are too few to warrant the 
ever recurring interruption. It is to be 
that the association of colleges in \New-England 
may unite on some common action for the regula- 
tion of what tnreatens to become a serious evil. 
No regulation of any single college differing essen- 
tially from those of others can reasonably be 
expected to be enforced, but that some rules com- 
mon to all should be adopted can hardly be doubt- 
ed by any one who has observed the growing tastes 
and habits of the college students of our time. 
Athletic sports are admirable when engaged in as 
a means to health and physical vigor, but when 
pursued for their own sake, or asa pre tion for 
inter-collegiate contests to which college duties 
are to be subordinated, the result cannot fail to be 
mischievous.” 

On the matter of conferring honorary degrees 
Dr. Robinson said: “‘Itisalso to be hoped that 
some regulation may be agreed upon and adopted 
by which all applicants for the degree of A. M. in 
course shall either furnish certificates from the 
heads of professional schools of having spent three 
years in faithful study, or shall be subject to some 
kind of examination by the college Faculty. who 
shall certify to the applisaut’s fitness to receivethe 


degree.”

- WEARY OF MARRIAGE TIES 


SEEKING DIVOROE AS A WAY OUT 
OF TROUBLE. 

MRS. DE MELI’S BUIT AGAINST HER RUSBAND 

—THE WIVES OF TWO ACTORS ASEING 


FOR SEPARATION. 


In the Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday, 
the suit of Florence M. De Mell against her hus- 
band, Keury A. De Meli, came before Judge Dono- 
hue on a motion of counsel for the defendant to 
allow him to put in a supplemental answer to the 
suit in this City. Mrs. De Mell, a daughter of Theo- 
‘aore S. Draper, met Mr. De Meli in Dresden, Ger- 
many, in 1869, and married him the following year. 
The couple then came to America and lived in 
New-York. Mrs. De Meli's charges against her hus- 
band are oruelty and drunkenness, and that he 
threatened to do her injury while he was intoxi- 
vated. She complains, too, that he tried to have 

ber placed in an insane asylum in Dresden. His 
pcenduct forced her to leave him and return to 
America, and then he charged her with adultery. 
She brought suit in the Supreme Court for a 
Separation and the custody of her children.+ It 
was claimed for Mr. De Meli that he 
was a resident of Germany, and that the S8u- 
preme Court had no jurisdiction of the 
suit, and that he began a suit against his wife for 
fiesertion. Mr. De Meli denied that he was ad- 
dicted to drunkenness or brutality, or that he pro- 
posed to put bis wife inan insane asylum, and al- 
leged that she committed adultery with Baron von 
’ Geyso in 1880 and 1881. After the denial of the 
charges of adultery by Mrs. De Meli, her husband 
set up articles of separation, to the effect that she 
had released him from financial responsibility on 
her account. That any such agreement was en- 


tered into, Mrs. De Meli also denied. The question 
asto the residence of the parties, involving the 
as of the court, was before Judge Dono- 

ue some months ago when the case came to trial, 
but no decision has n rendered. 

An affidavit was made by Mr. De Meli in support 
ofthe motion yesterday, alleging that while he 
was in this City attending to his wife’s suit against 
him, his suit against her fer adultery was tried in 
Dresden. The case was tried in the Koyal State, 
Courtin Dresden and Mr. De Meli thinks that in 
Juiy last a judgment was entered in his favor. In 
behaif of Mr. De Meli, counsel asked thatfhe should 
be allowed to put in a supplemental answer, set- 
ting up the judgment which bad been obtuined in 
Dresden asa defense in the suit of Mrs. De Meli. 
The application was opposed by John E. Parsors, 
who urged that Mrs. De Meli had come here to try 
ber suit and was afforded no opportunity to 
pat in any defense to the suit in Dresden. She 
had no money and the expenses of the pres- 
ent litigation bad been borne by her friends. 
When she couli meet her husband ina court of 
justice she would prove beyond a doubt the falsity 
of hischarges. Mr. Parsons said he would put in 
an affidavit of Mrs. De Meli in support oi bis state- 
ments, and asked that the motion should be denied. 
Judge Donohue took the papers and reserved his 
decision. 

A suit has been begun by Alice Kelly against her 
husband, John T. Kelly. an actor, fora limited di- 
vorce for abandonment and failure to support her, 
and Kelly was recently committed to Ludlow- 
Street Jail in default of $2.000 bail, the order of 
frrest being issuea on the allegation that Kelly 
Was notaresident of this City and intended to 
leave the State. Judge Donohue, yesterday, in 
Supreme Court, Chambers, was asked to vacate the 

er of arrest on affidavits to the effect that Mr. 
Kelly permanently resided here and had left the 
State temporarily to fill professional engagements. 
An affidavit was made by Mr. Kelly stating that 
when he married the plaintiff, in July, 1874, 
gt South Barrington, . she claimed to be 
the widow of John W. Hotchkiss, and he had 
ascertained recently that Hotchkiss had died 
oniy four yearsago. Mr. Kelly accordingly claims 
that his marriage to the plaintiff was fraudulent. 
He ascertained six years ago that she was addicted

WHAT AMUSED WALL-STREET.

MR. GOULD’S COLLISION, MR. TILDEN’S NAR- 
ROW ESCAPE, AND MR. WORMSER’S 
BIRTHDAY. 


There were a good many things for the 
stock brokers to talk about yesterday. They read 
with deep interest the remarkable feat of Mr. Jay 
Gould in cutting the tug-boat in two the day be- 
fore with his yacht. They marveled much how he 
could have done it, until Signor Morosini 
was credited with the remark that when Mr. 
Gould pointed his yacht at the tug he did not 
know it was loaded. 

Later the brokers were told that this was not the 
only incident that happened on or about Mr. 
Gould’s yacht on Tuesday. When the Atalanta 
was lying at the foot of Twenty-third-street Mr. 
Samuel J. Tilden’s (borrowed) yacht, the Yosemite, 
steamed up and cast anchor near py. Mr. Tilden 


started to brave the dangers of the deep by going 
to Mr. Gould’s yacht in asmall boat. The surface 
of the river was disturbed by passing steamers and 
the boat rocked and plunged. Mr. Tilden, when 
the boat came near tipping over two or three times 
and cold waves dashed over the sides and saturat- 
ed his trousers, thought of the danger the old ticket 
was in and grew fearful. When aimost up to Mr. 
Gould's yacht a wave bigger than the rest came in. 
It threatened to engulf the boat. The risk could 
not betaken. The head of the old ticket rose and 
eprang throuch the air asif shot from a catapult. 

e grabbed the rail of the Atalarta and. exerting 
that strength of which Mr. Henry*Watterson sings, 
drew himself lightly on board. The country was 
saved, at least from a ducking. 

The crowning event of the day was the munifi- 
cence, not to say magnificence, of Mr. Isidor 
Wormser, an eminent oracle of the Street, who at- 
tained. his fifty-fourth birthday yesterday. He 
came to the Exchange in the morning heavily bal- 
lasted with smali change.

THE RIVERDALE DISASTER. 


THE CORONER’S JURY SEARCHING FOR THE 
CAUSE OF THE EXPLOSION. 


Coroner Martin began the investigation into 
the causes of the explosion of the steam-boat Riv- 
erdaie yesterday mogning in the Coroner’s office. 
The jury was compdsed mostly of machinists. 
Alexander Caldwell, United States Boiler Inspect- 
or, said that he had inspected the boiler with the 
engineer in April, just before the boat began to 
run forthe season. A thorough examination was 
made, and the boilers were found to be in excel- 
lent condition. The engineer went inside the 


boiler while the Inspector tried it with his hammer 
through the man-bo} On the Sunday before the 
explosion the witness went aboard the Riverdale 
at Ridge and asked the engineer if the boiler 
was right, or if there was anything to be com- 

lained of. The engineer said it was all right, 

uring the Summer the Inspector had been on 
board the Riverdale at least once a week. It was his 
custom to examine boilers on the passenger boats on 
the Bay and rivers as often as he could get at them. 
The boilers rested on an iron saddle and were well 
braced. When questioned as to whether he bad 
any theory in regard to the explosion the witness 
said that the boilers were set very low in the boat. 
The heat from them might possibiy have converted 
the bilge-water underneath into vapor. This vapor 
might have corroded the bottom of the boiler. The 
corrosion would proceed rapidly. 

Daniel Taulman, the engineer of the Riverdgle. 
said that he had been nine years on the boat. He 
thought it was the port boiler that had exploded. 
There were about 33 pounds of steam on at the 
time. He had looked at the gauge a minute before. 
He had examined the interior of the boilers in June 
and found no decay. He had no theory as to the 
cause of the explosion. Capt. John P. Smith cor- 
rohorated In-pector Cauldwell’s testimony as to 
the boilers, and told the story of the accident. He 
had no idea as to the cavse of the disaster. The 
engineer, whom he had known for 35 years, was a 
careful man, and he had neverseen him takea drop 
of liquor. As he passed along forward a short time 
before he had notieed that the boiler doors were 
open. This.was because the boat was’ running 
slow, and he knew there was not a high pressure 
on. Andrew Fietcher, of No. 457 West Seventy- 
third-street, testified that the firm with which he 
was connected built the boilerfor the Riverdale. 
He thought tbem as good as could be made. The 
shell was one-quarter of an inch thick, made of good 
material, according to theUnited States law. They 
were made for 50 pounds pressure. The firm had 
been in existence for 30 yéars,and many of the 
boilers on the harbor boats were similar to those 
in the Riverdale. Mr.'Fietcher did not think the 
boilers exploded without a cause, but did not wish 
to give any theory until he had an opportunity to 
examine them. Coroner Martin then adjvarned 
the case till next "Tuesday afternoon, when the 
jury will examine the boilers.

KEEPING HER SEVURET.

AN AUTOPSY REVEALS THE CAUSE OF A 
GIRL’S DEATH. 


Kate Coyne, an unmarried woman, 26 years 
old, died suddenly, without medical attendance, at 
her home, No. 409 East Eighteenth-street, early 
Tuesday morning. Deputy Coroner Donlin held 
an autopsy at the house yesterday morning, He 
found unmistakable evidenees of malpractice. 
The parents of the woman denied in the most pos- 
itive manner that their daughter had given birth 
to a child, although Dr. Donlin was equally posi- 
tive that the girl had been the victim of malprac- 


tice and that the operation had been performed 
within a very few days of her death. Peter Coyne, 
the father of the girl, in his sworn statement said 
that he was awakened about 1 o'clock Tuesday 
morning by the moaning of his daughter. He gave 
her a drink of water and suggested that a doctor 
be summoned. Kate begged him not to call a phy- 
sician, and supposing that, as his daughter said, she 
was suffering from cramps inthe stomach, he de- 
ferred to her wishes. He went to bis work at 6:30 
o’clock, from which he was summoned soon after- 
ward by the announcement that Kate was dead. 
The mother and sister of the girl gave corrobora- 
tive testimony. Dr. Donlin said that it was possi- 
bie the girl had performed the operation upon her- 
self and he did not order any arrests to be made, 
but the police wil! investigate the affair. 

Mrs, Bessie James, a young married woman who 
lived in the same block as the deceased girl and 
was her intimate friend and companion, said that 
on the night previous to her death Miss Coyne ac- 
companied her to the corner of Thirteenth-street 
and Avenue A. where a young man was met who 
had promised to take them to the London Thea- 
tre. Miss Coyne, however, complained of being ill, 
and went to her home instead. The next morn- 
ing she died. Mrs. James seid that she was mod- 
est. retiring, and notfond of malesociety. Sev- 
eralof the inmates of the same house corrobo- 
rated her statements.. The brother of the aead 
girl said that his sister had not been well for sev- 
eral weeks, but had not been confined to her bed 
asingle day. The family have no suspicions re- 
garding the identity of her betrayer, as she bad 
never had any intimate male friends to their 


knowledge.

LABOR UNIGWS IN LINE. 
OVER SIX THOUSAND WORKMEN PARADE 
WITH SIGNIGICANT BANNERS. 


The labor organizations connected with the 
Central Labor Union had their second annual pic- 
nic yesterday at Elm Park, at Ninth-avenue and 
Ninety-third-street. Previous to going to the pic- 
nic grounds there was a street parade, which was 
reviewed at the Union-square plaza by Henry 
Appleton, of Rhode Island; Victor Drury, Louis F, 
Post, Robert Blissert, and Justus Schwab. Most of 
the organizations were preceded by a brass band, 
and each union carried mottoes as well as 


banners, op which were sentiments, some 
of them being of a decidedly communis- 
tic character. When the- procession passed 
the plaza there were between 6,000 and 
7,000 men in line, this number being a thousand or 
two short of the number which originally gathered 
on the streets in the vicinity of the Cooper Union 
at 10 o'clock in the morning. The march down the 
Bowery to Broome, through Centre to Chambers, 
and up,Broadway to Seventeenth-street, was too 
long a siege for many of the original participants. 
The organizations in line at the reviewing point 
were the Brick-layers’ Union No. 4, GermaniBrick- 
layers’ No. 80, 12 divisions of the Laborers’ Union 
Protective Socicty, which includes freignt-handlers,

ers’, Wood-carvers’, and Turners’ unions, Ad- 
vance Labor Club, horse-shoers, united piano- 
makers, bakers, three divisions of the Progress- 
ive Cigar-makers’ Union, German Socialistio 
Singing Society, Cigar-packers’ Union No. 2, 
Clothing-cutters’, Manufacturing Tailors’, Press- 
men and Feeders’,ana Cloak and Dress-makers’ 
Unions. The procession was 37 minutes in passing 
the reviewing stand, and then prosveges up Fifth- 
avenue to Reservoir-square, where the parade was 
dismissed. Many of the organizations continued 
the march to the picnio grounds, which were vis- 
ited during the day and evening by from 12,000 to 
15,000 people. Among the many mottoes displayed 
on the banners the following were the most sig- 
nificant in character: Three said ** Jay Gould must 
go; three advised workmen to “ Boycott the 
sun” two said *‘ Prepare forthe revolution,” and 
single ones read “ Down with the wage system,” 
“Prohibit child labor,” ** Labor is the rock on 
which the Government of the future must 
be built,” ‘“‘No more convict labor,” ‘* Watch 
the tools of monopoly in the Legislatures,” 
“All men were born alike equal,”’ “* Workers in 
tenement-houses and idlers in brown-stone-front 
houses must go,” “ The modern industrial system 
increases capital and poverty,” ‘*Contract prison 
labor is repugnant to American principles,’ 
* Which shall it be—the bulict or Judge Lnych?” 
The buge cartoons displayed on wagons were alike 
in, sentimen:, the most significant being one on 
which Boss John Kelly was represented as leading 
a working man to the polis by means of a string in 
his nose. This was labeled “As itis.” Tne com- 
panion cartoon represented Kelly prostrate witha 
working man’s foot on the neck of ‘**the boss,” 
this being labeled ** As it will be.”’ Another repre- 
sented capital flying a kite labeled ** Rent,” with 
a tail made up of balloons labeled “Coal,” ** Flour,” 
**Meat,”and “Prices,” indicating that all are high. A 
laborer is vainly endeavoring to fly his kite la- 
beled *‘ Wages,” and remarking, “If I could only 
get this up too."” Another represented a capitalist 
saying to a working man, ** How can I pay you $2 
a day when the politicians give me convict work- 
men at 80 cents a day?’’ At the park addresses 
were made by ae Appleton, Louis F. Post, Rob- 
ert Blissert, Victor Drury, P. J. Maguire, and other 
agitators. There wus abundant music, vocal and 
instrumental, dancing, beer-drinking, and games. 
An hour's go-a8-you-please race was won by J. H.

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THE SCOTCHMEN 1N AMERICA. 
ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NORTH AMERICAN 
CALEDONIAN ASSOCIATION, 

The North American Caledonian Associa- 
tion, which has for its object the preservation of 
the ancient literature of Sootland, held its annual 
convention yesterday at the association building, 
in Horatio-street. Delegates were present from 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, Newark, Troy, Albany, 
Toronto, and Montreal. Chief Taylor, of the New- 
York Caledonian Club, welcomed the delegates, 
and the President, Mr. Shedden, of Philadelphia, 
made the opening address. He said that since 
1870, at which time the dational association was 


organized in this City, regular annual meetings had 
been held, sometimes in Canada and sometimes in 
the United States. At the meeting in 1870 
there were 15 clubs and societies affillat- 
ed. In 1878 the Caledonian Association 
included 20 organizations, and to-day 3.000 
or 4,000 persons were enrolled in its mem- 
bership. Having succeeded in influencing Ssotch- 
men to organize locally as cluns, the duty that lay 
nearest to them was the affiliation of other 
branches with the North American Caledonian As- 
sociation. The duty of Scotchmen should be to 
cultivate and keep fresh and green the memories 
of the dear old land. It would be eriminal on the 
part of Scotchmen to forget the associations or 
the sports of their youth. The President said 
in conclusion that he did not consider their 
constitution broad enough, and suggested that 
it should be widened, in order that they could 
devote themselves to any laudable purpose that 
might call for their attention. The eultivation of 
Scotch music and Scotch literature was not to be 
undervalued.

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VISITORS AT GLEN ISLAND. 
OVER HALF A MILLION PEOPLE THERE DUR- 
ING THE SEASON, 

The most successful season which Glen Island 
has known since Mr. John H. Starin made it a day 
Summer resort will close on Monday next. The 
season has been a remarkable one in the history 
of New-York popular resorts. During the 89 days 
since it was opened, on June 14, 607,542 persons 
have visited the island, strolled about under the 
shade of its trees, bathed in the smeotk waters 
off its rocks, or llstened to the music of 


its bands, and have been carried away on 
the steamers without a singie disturbance 
or accident to mar the pleasure of the visit. 
The policing of the grounds has been remarkably 
thorough, and the patrolmen have evinced a gen- 
uine desire to preserve the peace and protect the 
— The table attendance in the pavilions has 
een as nearly perfect as the circumstances would 
ermit, and the management of the steam-boat 
ine in carrying over half a miilion of peo- 
ple without an accident is a recora of 
which the officers are proud. During the 
season 44,500 people have partaken of the 
Glen Island elam-bakes. The arrangements for next 
season are even more elaborate than they were for 
the presentone. Mr. Starin, during bis recent Eu- 
ropean trip, bought many rare animals and plants 
to add to his zoological and botanical collection, 
and he proposes to rival the menagerie in Central 
Park in the variety and number of his specimens. 
Next year the animals will be on Glenwood Island 
to allow more space on the main island for visit- 
ors. The little sheet of water between Glen Island 
and Club-house Island is now being dredged and 
otberwise prepared for the reception of the largest 
collection of salt-water animals and fishes in this 
country. It will comprise, anong other specimens, 
several white whales, sea-lions, walruses, and 
other rare animals. The entire cost of the various 
improvements will exceed $75,000.

YOUNG’S MURDERER CAUGHT. 
FOUND HIDING IN A WOODSHED IN sOUTH 
BROOKLYN. 


Daniel D. Courtney, who on Tuesday after- 
noon shot and killed Thomas Young, a dock la- 
borer, in a saloon at No. 199 Sonth-street, was cap- 
tured yesterday. No trace of Courtney was found 
after the murder, and it was hours before the de- 
tectives ascertained that his sister, Mrs. Mon- 
aghan, lived at No. 16 Dover-street, and 
that she had a relation named Sullivan 
at No. 94 Union-street, South Brooklyn. 


Yesterday afternoon Acting Captain Wartz, of the 
Oak-street station; Detective Sergeant Crowley, 
and Ward Detective Maher entered Sullivan’s 
house and had searched the upper part of it, when 
Crowley went intothe basement and found two 
children—boys—lying on a lounge. He said quickly 
to one of them: ** Where did that man who came 
in here go to?” The child replied innocently: 
“He went out there,” pointing to a door of 
& passage to the yard. The officer found 
Courtney crouched in a corner of the wood- 
house. The prigoner, after being taken be- 
fore Inspector Byrnes, was locked up in the 
Oak-street station-house. He made several state- 
ments about the shooting. One was that Young 
struck him before he shot, and another that 
Young, while he was asleep, put his hana in his 
pocket and tried torob him. Courtney, the police 
say. is a wortbless fellow. He had for years been 
adealerin Ann-street gambling-houses, and had 
been lounging in the saloon for several weeks and 
had often played cards with Young. Inspector 
Byrnes says that Young and Courtney had been 
playing cards for money just before Young was 
murdered. Deputy Coroner Donlin made a post- 
mortem examination of Youvg’s body last even- 
ing. The bullet traversed his brain, and the tis- 
sues around the wound were burned, showing that 
the pistol was held close to him. There was a 
wound, apparently made with a sharp instrument, 
on the back of the head.
